Anx- 
ious to execute the will of the people, 
he has been studying the sentiment of 
the country for months. When he went 
west he found himself swept along by 
a full current of expansion sentiment. 
If the President had gone to Denver 
instead of stopping at Omaha, he might 
have found the expansionists demand- 
ing the Canaries. 

The President has been informed that 
the Spanish commissioners will demand 
a cash indemnity if the United States 
decided to hold all of the Philippines. 
The Spanish contention is that this 
country is not entitled to keep anything 
but Manila. The Spaniards admit that 
they are helpless to prevent ‘Uncle Sam 
from taking what he chooses, but they 
maintain that he should pay good 
American gold for anything he keeps 
outside of Manila. 


In abandoning claims in connection 
with the so-called Cuban debt, the 
Spanish commissioners threw theme 
selves on the mercy of the Ameri- 
cans. ‘The resident has been moved 
to pity by their plea. He does not 
avish to have the United States appear 
before the world as the robber of a 
prostrate and helpless foe, but fully 
realizes that it would probably be 
hopeless to ask Congress for an ap- 
propriation to pay Spain for a quit 
claim. He has decided that’ the 
United States can afford to be generous 
with Spain in the settlement of the 
fate of the Philippines. ’ 

Instead of asking Congress for an ap- 
provriation to give the Spanish the 
cash for which they are crying, he has 
determined to assume the debt of about 
£8,000,000 created in 1896. This con- 
sists of bonds bearing 5 per cent. No 
one knows much about them, why 
they were issued, how they were dis- 
posed of. or who holds them now. It 
is realized that they will go td par as 
soon as the guarantee of the United 
States becomes effective, but if Spain 
gets no benefit from that advance, this 
country is not to blame. 

It is believed that the Senate will 
ratify the treaty, with the provision of 
assuming such a debt. In administra- 
tion circles it is thought the revenues 
of the Philippines will enable the gov- 
ernment to meet the interest and prin- 
cipal of the bonds without burdening 
the United States proper. One of the 
firet things:to be done may be the re- 
funding of these bonds in securities 
bearing a lower rate of interest. That 
may be one of the conditions which 
will offset an advance in value. The 
administration officials do not know the 
exact Philippine debt. . Commissioners 
are making inquiries about it at Paris. 
It is declared in Washington, however,

STANDING TOGETHER. 


Americans Have Given the 


President Their Views. . 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.} 

PARIS, Oct. 28.—[By Atlantic Cable.] 

Whether or not there be divergent 
views among the American commis- 
sioners, they will stand as a unit before 
the Spaniards. Whether differences of 
view may have existed or shall in fu- 
ture exist, the entire commission will 
array itself firmly behind and in sup- 
port of the preponderating opinion 
therein. This statement may at this 
hour be accepted in quelling any rumor 
that resignation might follow any mem- 
bere’s variance of opinion from that of 
his American colleagues. Each member 
of the American commission has sep- 
arately formulated his views regarding 
the Philippines in his own terms, and 
all hawe been forwarded to Washington. 
The transmission has been by mail 
and cable. 
-This individual expression of views 
on the Philippines has thus been for- 
warded in order that President McKin- 
ley might have the advantage not only 
of the conclusions of each commis- 
sioner, but the added advantage of each 
commissioner's diction and personality 
in the determination of the ultimate 
instructions or advice to the commis- 
sion. The Americans are expected to 
present an expression of their expec- 
tations as to the control, disposition 
and government of the Philippines at 
next Monday’s joint session, and they 
will look for final counsel from Wash- 
ington tomorrow on the subject. 

A report from Madrid, via New York 
newspapers, reached here tonight (Fri- 
dav.) to the effect that the fpanish 
Peace Commissioners will retire, pro- 
testing, from Paris because the Amer- 
icans disregard the Spanish proposi- 
tions. The correspondent of the Asso- 
ciated Press submitted the report 
promptly to a member of the Spanish 
commission, who declared it: “stuff’’ 
and authorized a denial.

THE CABINET. 


It Receives Encouraging Re- 


ports from Paris. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.} 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 28.—The Presi- 
dent was enabled to lay before the 
Cabinet today very encouraging reports 
from Paris regarding the progress of 
the peace negotiations. The adminis- 
tration now fully believes that the ne- 
gotiations will be concluded much 
sooner than was expected, from the 
outlook a few days ago. It can be 
stated authoritatively that the commis- 
sioners have not yet actually begun 
the discussion of the Philippine ques- 
ticm, and, further, that it will not be 
taken up until next week. 

Since the Spaniards have found that 
the American commissioners mean ex- 
actly what they say and that their pre- 
sentation of the side of the United 
States ts really an ultimatum, the use- 
lessness of prolonged debate, it is said, 
has become apparent to the Span- 
lards, and it is now believed the Philip- 
pine discussion will be less protracted 
than reported some days ago. The re- 
cent action of the United States gavern- 
ment intimating that the negotiations 
were proceeding much too slowly has 
had its effect upon the Spanish com- 
missioners and they are not likely to 
debate remaining propositions to the 
length they did the settlement of the 
Cuban debt. 

The United States has not assumed 
nor guaranteed the so-called municipal 
debt of Cuba or Cuban municipalities, 
but it is expected that such debts will 
be paid by the municipalities incurring 
them, for by no reasoning could they 
be charged upon Spain. Our govern- 
ment, it is said in official circles, would 
look upon any attempt at evading the 
payment of such debts as repudiation 
and dishonest, and whatever govern- 
ment is established in Cuba will be ex- 
pected to see that these obligations are 
carried out in good faith. Moreover, 
some of the bonds are Cuban muni- 
cipalities, held by citizens of the United 
States, and the United States might in- 
sist that the investments of her citizens 
in such securities are made good. The 
State Department bas no information 
as to the amount of these municipal 
liabilities.

RUNAWAY ACCIDENT. 


Vice-President Hobart’s Narrow Es- 
cape at Philadelphia. 
[A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.] 

PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 28.—Vice- 
President Hobart narrowly escaped be- 
ing killed in a runaway accident in this 
city. Accompanied by Messrs. Miles 
and Hartman of the City Council, the 
Vice-President drove down Broad 
street in a carriage to watch the for- 
mation «cf the procession. At Wash- 
ington avenue the horses became un- 
manageable and dashed along Broad 
street. The driver tried to stop them, 
but the frightened animals ran all the 
faster. 

At Christian street, the President, 
who was in a carriage, was met, and 
as the team dashed by him he took in 
the situation and looked appalled. A 
hundred thousand people watched the 
mad rush of the horses, expecting every 
minute to see the occupants of the car- 
riage dashed to the ground. 

For blocks the wild flight continued, 
but Vice-President Hobart and his es- 
cort retained their seats. At South 
street a policeman ran up and, spring- 
ing at the horses’ heads, seized the 
bridle of the off horse. He was dragged 
for about one hundred yards before the 
animals stepped, but when they did a 
mighty cheer went up from the thous- 
ands of spectators who witnessed the 
heroic act.

M. Monaud, counsel for Mme. Drey- 
fus, urged that an investigation be or- 
dered concerning the divergency of the 
testimony of the experts who exam- 
ined the bordereau in 1894 and in 1897, 
and also to ascertain whether secret 
documents were communicated to the 
members of the court-martial. 

The prosecutor, M. Manau, followed 
M. Monaud. Discussing the case he 
Said: “Nobody can now take the Drey- 
fus affair out of your hands, nor can 
you relinquish it without dereliction of 
duty. Your decision must constitute 
for everybody the expression of truth 
and justice. Revise the trial, then, 
gentlemen, or at least prepare the road 
for its revision.” 

M. Manau declared the court could 
not annul the sentence imposed upon 
Dreyfus without a retrial of the pris- 
oner. He added: “You must fix the 
responsibility. If Dreyfus is innocent, 
the culprit must not go unpunished.” 

The public prosecutor, continuing, 
proceeded to argue on the same lines 
as M. Bard, the reporter of the case, 
urging a revision of the trial, and 
dwelling upon the fallibility of the 
writing experts. He also suggested that 
Maj. Esterhazy should testify on the 
subject of bordereau, saying: “He can 
admit its authorship with impunity, 
since a court-martial has acquitted 
him of being the author of it. But 
what a service he has rendered to the 
country in confessing that he is its 
author, and what a service he will 
render the unhappy Dreyfus.” 7 

M. Manau concluded with denounc- 
ing the “villainous attacks upon the 
partisans of revision,” and made a 
strong plea that the court be not in- 
fluenced by outside pressure, but that 
it decide in favor of a revision of the 
case, and the immediate provisional 
liberation of Dreyfus. 

GEN. GONZE’'S RETORT. 
[ASSOCIATED TRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 
PARIS, Oct. 28.—M. Bard read a let- 

ter from Gen. Gonze to the President 
of the Court of Cassation, in which the 
general said: “I have just heard of a 
memorandum introduced in court yes- 
terday in which Picquart accused me 
of a dishonorable action.

MANZANILLO, Oct. 28.—[By West 
Indian Cable.] The United States gun- 
boat Hist arrived here tonight with 
Gen. Leonard Wood, commander of the 
military department of Santiago, ac- 
companied by Lieut. Matthew Hain. 
On landing, Gen. Wood was closeted 
with Col. Pettit and his adjutant, and 
he was subsequently received by Col. 
Pettit’s entire regiment. Gen. Wood 
then visited the barracks, hospitals, 
palace, customhouse and postoffice. 

Col. Pettit reports that the Cuban 
general, Rios, is apparently making 
every effort to prevent the disbanding 
of his troops. The Cuban commander 
wishes: all the sugar estates in the 
neighborhood to tell him how many 
men they can employ, and he will 
guarantee to supply all required. The 
planters unanimously refuse to fall in 
with such an arrangement, considering 
that it would be a trades union of the 
worst possible kind, and would also 
tend to keep the Cuban military organ- 
ization, which in the interest of the 
island the planters are very anxious 
to break up. In their opinion, it would 
be better to have no commerce than 
to attempt it on such conditions. 

There is no sickness in Col. Pettit’s 
regiment, and yellow fever has been 
unknown here for several years. 

Lieut. Lucien Young, the commander 
of the Hist, created more excitement 
on landing than even Gen. Wood him- 
self. Crowds gatherd at the wharf to 
see the young commander, who, with 
Lieuts. Holm and Jungen of the Hor- 
net and Wampatuck, defeated a whole 
flotilla of Spanish gunboats at Man- 
zanillo, July 1 last. The people of 
Manzanillo considered Lieut. Young a 
hero and a terror, and think he ought 
to be an admiral. Although the Span- 
ish batte in that memorable engage- 
ment continued to bombard the Ameri- 
can gunboats, it is generally admitted 
here that it was the shooting of the 
Hist that caused the people to flee to 
the mountains.

AGONCILLO’S VIEWS. 


Tells What He Thinks of the 


Peace Commission. 
{[A. P, BARLY MORNING REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 28. — Sefior 

Agoncillo, the personal representative 
and envoy of Aguinaldo, the Philippine 
insurgent leader, who was recently 
here to secure a representation on the 
Peace Commission, has written a 
lengthy explanation of the situation in 
Paris, with respect to the Philippines, 
to a friend in this city. A translation 
of his communication with reference 
to this question is as follows: 
- “T am glad to say that the prespects 
for my country and my people are 
brighter now than at the time I left 
Washington. I must confess at that 
time I was much disheartened, and @ 
little disappointed, at the result of 
our visit to the American capital, but 
nevertheless, it was not without the 
accomplishment of some good, which 
could never have been wrought, per- 
haps, had we not come there. The 
chief of these was that the American 
impression and understanding of the 
Phijippine Islands and their people 
was to a large extent changed. 

“That was a most important thing 
and I believe it has had the effect of 
making the American people more de- 
termined that our country shall not be 
given back to Spain, and above all 
things what our people desire, and is 
the desire of the American people, I 
am led to believe, from what I have 
learned while in Paris, will be re- 
flected and carried out by the Ameri- 
can commissioners of peace. 

“T can truthfully say that the Ameri- 
can commissioners have treated us 
with the utmost courtesy, and with 
consideration, so that we have bright 
hopes of the outcome. On the other 
hand, while the Spanish commissioners 
with whom, of course, we have had 
less to do, have acted toward us in a 
gentle manner, but nevertheless in a 
manner whioh showed that they con- 
sidered the representatives of the Phil- 
ippine revolutionary government as in- 
truders in Paris, and that we should 
be ignored entirely, especially so far 
as having anything at all to say with 
reference to the disposition of the isl- 
ands in the final peace treaty between 
the United States and Spain. However, 
this was nothing more than expected 
by us, and especially if the American 
government refused to allow us a rep- 
resentation on the commission. 

“Thus far the commission has pro- 
gressed slowly, but this we regard as 
favorable to our government, although 
we do not desire to have the question 
too long postponed, but in the mean- 
time the revolutionary government is 
given an opportunity to become bet- 
ter established, to extend its control 
and influence over ,the islands, and 
the impression which this action will 
convey will surely have a decided and 
favorable effect upon the American 
commissioners, when the matter of the 
islands is finally reached. 

“We are in constant communica- 
tion with President Aguinaldo, and are 
kept well advised of the affairs of the 
government and its movements. More- 
over. we shall in a short time receive 
in Paris some important documents 
from our government, which we shall 
lay before the commission, and which 
I am sure. will tend to place us in a 
favorable light. While I cannot say 
that I have the positive assurance, yet 
I am satisfied from the knowledge I 
have gained in Paris that the Ameri- 
can commissioners will not consent 
that the Philippine Islands or any part 
of them shall be returned to Spain. 

“If that one thing alone is gained, 
‘absolute independence from the sover- 
eignty of Spain, then the revolution of 
my people, the government established 
by Aguinaldo, and our mission to 

ashingtor and Paris have not been 
in vain. I cannot predict absolute in- 
dependence for my country imme- 
diately. but I believe that is its ulti- 
mate destiny, and I have so reported 
to my government.” 


RAISE THE MAINE. 


Novel Proposition of a Wreck- 


ing Company. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. ] 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 28.—The Acme 
Wrecking Company of San Francisco 
has made a request upon the Navy 
Department for authority to raise the 
battleship Maine. The company has 
had experience in raising vessels on the 
Pacific Coast, and representations have 
been made to the department as to its 
ability to accomplish the task in Ha- 
vana Harbor. 

It proposes to blow the mud from 
under the wreck by means of streams 
of water, and then to pass under the 
hull chains attached to framework con- 
nected with a system of steel barrels. 
These barrels will also be placed in the 
wreck and utilized wherever they can 
be made available. The company sim- 
ply asks authority to raise the Maine, 
and bring her to the United States. If 
the government wants the ship after 
she reaches the United States, the 
company will want to be paid salvage 
money through condemnation proceed- 
ings. It is probable, in case the :zov- 
ernment does not want the ship, the 
company would exhibit her in different 
large seacoast cities of the United 
States. No money is demanded from 
the government by the company. 

It is stated at the department unoffi- 
cially that, in case the company is 
found to be reliable, the authority 
asked will no doubt be given.

MID-OCEAN VOTE. 


Kansas Regiment Carries Bal- 


lots to Cast for State Officers. 
[A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.) 

TOPEKA (Kan.,) Oct. 28.—The mem- 
bers of the First Battalion of the 
Twenty-second Kansas Regiment, 
which has sailed from San Francisco 
for Manila, carry ballots with them and 
will vote on Kansas officers about mid- 
way between Honolulu and Manila.

THOSE IMMOVABLES. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT } 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 28,—Information 
has been received by the government 
that the Spanish officers have ceased 
to break up and carry away things 
that are regarded as immovable prop- 
erty. Such things that are now being 
taken are giving no concern to the 

American authorities. 

An effort has been made to create 
some interest in a supposed refusal 
of the American government to send 
warships to Havana, as asked for by 
the commission. The facts are that 
some six or seven weeks ago, Admiral 
Sampson suggested that it might be 
well to have one or more ships in Ha- 
vana, and that a light cruiser might 
be needed to proceed from Havana to 
other places where it might be neces- 
sary to send officers of the commis- 
sion. The government did not comply 
with the suggestion, and since then 
nothing has been done about it, and no 
further request has been made for 
ships. 

OUR ASITATIC SQUADRON.

PALMA ATTACKED. 


Strong Talk Against the Cuban 


[ASSOCIATED NIGHT REPORT.] 

NEW YORK, Oct. 28.—The Times 
will tomorrow print the following: 

“EF. G. Pierra said yesterday (Friday) 
that a strong movement had been 
started in Havana in opposition to the 
provisional government and to the 
junta here... He gave the reasons for 
such movement, showing that there is 
a sharp division of sentiment among 
Cubans. Mr. Pierra and his friends ere 
especially bitter against Gen. Palma. 

“At' the commencement of his inter- 
view he said that he was now ready 
to break the long silence and paint Mr. 
Palma and the men surrounding him 
in their true colors. Gen. Palma, 
Pierra said, ‘was incompetent and unfit 
for the position he has been occupying. 

“ ‘What we objected to most streun- 
ously,’ Pierra continued, ‘was the long- 
continued deceit which the junta prac- 
ticed at Washington. They told un- 
truths, and they know it. They lied 
when they said that the so-called gov- 
ernment in Cuba would be established 
and the machinery in running order. 
This has since been disproved.’ 

“Pierra next entered into a lengthy 
review of the causes leading up to the 
Cuban insurrection. He discussed at 
length the movements of the junta 
duringthe Spanish-American war, say- 
ing, among other things: 

“We finally discovered that a very 
close alliance had been formed between 
the delegation and the provisional gov- 
ernmnt in Cuba for purposes which 
were sure to create trouble, being in 
contradiction with the declared policy 
of the United States, and we began 
quietly to prepare for action. Some of 
our friends went to Havana to see 
how matters stood there, and as soon 
as the manifesto of the provisional 
government was issued, stating the 
reasons of convening the assembly now 
in session at Santa Cruz del Sur, I is- 
sued a pamphlet showing the illegality 
of that act and of the policy adopted 
by the provisional government, and 
protesting against them. 

“It was too late to prevnt the elec- 
tions taking place, for it was done in 

eat haste, but he pamphlet was pro- 

usely circulated all over the island; it 
opened the eyes of the people and won 
to our side some of the delegates to 
the assembly who were desirous of do- 
ing what was right and proper, but 
had been misinformed by the agents 
of the provisional government and 
were laboring under very wrong im- 
pressions. 

“‘While our friends were shaping 
matters in Havana, a ° confidential 
agent of Gen. Garcia arrived here, and 
as the general is working in the same 
direction, his agent, Cosmo de la Tor- 
rient, at once joined forces with me. 
The tide of public opinion was just be- 
ginning to turn in the right direction 
when Manuel Sanguilly, a man highly 
respected for his disinterested and 
strong patriotism, and a very eloquent 
orator, reached that city. At a meet- 
ing of the most prominent leaders his 
statements and advice created a very 
deep impression. By this time probably 
a very strong organization had already 
begun to be effected in Havana, and 
will soon extend to the other cities of 
the island.’ ”’

FAT LUMP OF DOUGH. 


TO GET IT 18 SPAIN’S LITTLE GAME 
WITH THE UNITED STATES. 


She Will Concede Any Old Territory 
to Raise Cash—Only by Averting 
Her Financial Ruin Can the 
Present Dynasty Be Saved. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.] 

NBW YORK, Oct. 29.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] There is no confirmation 
this morning of yesterday’s press re- 
port that the Spanish Peace Commis- 
sioners at Paris have determined to 
withdraw from the conference, return 
home, and give Sagasta an opportunity 
to appeal his policy to the Cortes to 
Stand or fall by their decision on his 
policy regarding the Cuban and Porto 
Rican clause of the protocol. Still it 
intimated that some such course may 
be adopted if things do not shape them- 
selves as the Spanish representatives 
so urgently insist. 

The best authorities in Paris, who 
have been closely following the trend 
of events, state it is easy to explain 
the attitude of Spain in the negotia- 
tions. The plea made by the Spanish 
commissioners Wednesday, that the 
United States take cognizance of her 
desperate financial straits, was more 
than a confession of bankruptcy. It 
meant that Spain was willing to concede 
any territorial demands the United 
States might make, -provided some- 
thing was done to avert her financial 
ruin. and thus render possible the sal- 
vation of the present dynasty. It is 
almost a foregone conclusion that if 
Spain is compelled to repudiate her 
obligations, nothing will avail to pre- 
vent a successful revolution. 

The Spanish government Goes not 
care, in this desperate situation, what 
form its financial relief will take. 
Therefore. when it found the United 
States unyielding in regard to the 
Cuban debt, it abandoned that phase of 
the subject, as by wire to the Times 
Thursday, in order to press for 
pecuniary compensation in connection 
with the Philippines, where it is well 
understood the Americans will ‘make 
larger demands than were originally 
contemplated. 

Spain is prepared to grant all Amer- 
ica desires in the Philippines, if she 
receives a substantial sum in cash for 
the concession; in other words, a fat 
lump sum. Otherwise, the Spanish com- 
missioners will probably withdraw from 
the agreement anent Cuba and Porto 
Rico. and break off negotiations. This 
may seem to be a suicidal policy, but 
it is argued, in behalf of Spain, she 
would then be compelled to choose the 
manner of her destruction, and she 
would prefer to perish at the hands of 
foreign instead of domestic foes. 

Paris dispatches state the Spaniards 
make no secret of their belie? that the 
agreement arrived at Thursday affords 
a good vantage ground for getting 
some financial concession from_ the 
United States. Failing this, they will 
propose arbitration, and, in short, ex- 
haust every means of protracting the 
proceedings of the commission or means 
of strengthening the position of the 
Sagasta government and regency. The 
situation has not been officially dis- 
cussed in these plain terms, but in dis- 
closing the details of Spain’s financial 
condition to the American commission- 
ers, the Spaniards made clear of how 
desperate is the dilemma of their gov- 
ernment. 

IN A FORTNIGHT. 

The World’s Washington special says 
a high authority of state says the 
peace negotiations will be concluded 
within a fortnight; also that the 
United States will take the Philip- 
pines and assume Spain’s debt there of 
forty millions. Spain’s commission- 
ers, it is further said, have accepted 
these terms in advance. The Herald 
also announces this to be the adminis- 
tration’s policy, the President being 
convinced there is no way of escaping 
this responsibility. The Herald’s Ma- 
drid cable reports Sagasta as saying 
yesterday, that he thought the work of 
the Peace Commission would be fin- 
ished next week. 

UNCLE COLLIS IN IT. 

The struggle to get control of the 
rizht to construct the Nicaragua Canal 
is exciting much interest here. The 
rival syndicates are fighting a lively 
battle. The first skirmish is now go- 
ing on at Managua, Nicaragua, where 
the representatives of the old Maritime 
Canal Company and of a rival syndi- 
cate. headed by W. R. Grace, C. P. 
Huntington and other millionaires of 


New York and Chicago, are bringing 
all the influence they can command to 
bear on Sefior Zelaya, the President 
of Nicaragua, in order to get control of 
the canal privilege. 

This fight was inaugurated while the 
Spanish war was at its hottest. The 
Oregon had barely joined the fleet in 
the West Indies when it became ap- 
parent to W. R. Grace and his friends 
that the Oregons’ voyage meant the 
immediate building of a maritime 
canal. It was then that the so-called 
Chicago syndicate, really a New York 
concern, in which Grace & Co., and the 
other parties mentioned, together with 
the Chicago promoter, posted off to 
Nicaragua to investig6ate the old Mari- 
thmeCanalCompany’sclaim. They found 
the Nicaraguan officials hazy as to the 
time limit of the Maritime Company’s 
grant, but finally got a decision that 
it remained in force until October, 1899. 
Then the Atlas Company of Liverpool, 
really Forwood & Co., turned up with 
the junior grant, subject to the lapse 
of the Maritime Canal Company’s con- 
cession. W. R. Grace went to Europe 
at once to negotiate with the concern 
and join interests, but retaining con- 
trol of the canal to the American cap- 
ital. Grace has returned and reported 
to the syndicate. Meantime the emis- 
saries to Nicaragua have been active, 


and have secured a grant enabling them 


to construct an interoceanic canal 
through Nicaragua, but requiring that 
they must “negotiate with the Mari- 
time Canal Company,” a clause which 
no one here seems to be able to ex- 


n. 

“I don’t know what it means,” said 
Secretary Atkins of the Maritime Com- 
pany yesterday. ‘“‘We can’t see how 
they can obtain what we already pos- 
sess. At best their operations can only 
succeed in confusing the situation. Our 
title cannot be disputed.” 

“As a matter of fact,” safd a capl- 
talist associated with the old company, 
‘the new syndicate is simply a strike 
led by Huntington on behalf of the 
transcontinental railroad lines. They 
are trying to embarrass the Maritime 
Canal Company, and confuse the sit- 
uation as much as possible. They see 
the canal is going to be built, and that 
they must get control of it at all haz- 
ards. They are prepared to spend mil- 
lions to that end, Ex-Judge Howland 
of No. 54 Broad street, one of the di- 
rectors of the Maritime Canal Com- 
pany, was not disposed yesterday to 
attach much importance to the press 
dispatch from Managua relating to op- 
tions secured by the so-called Cragin, 
or Grace-Huntington syndicate. He 
drew attention to the fact that under 
the terms of contract, the new com- 
pany was e at present to negoti- 
ate with the Maritime Canal Company.” 
Judge Howland thought it highly 
probable the company would begin op- 
erations on the canal before its con- 
cessions expire in 1899. 

The Herald’s Washington special 
says it is the intention of the adminis- 
tration to urge the construvctiun of the 
Nicaragua Canal by the government, 
and in accordance with the Maritime 
Canali Company's concession.

CHICKAMAUGA PARK (Ga.,) Oct. 
28.—The War Commission special train 
ran down here today, and the commis- 
sion immediately began the inspection 
of the site at Camp Thomas, which is 
now practically abandoned as a mili- 
tary camp. 

The commissioners were called upon 
by Gen. H. V. Boynton, who was in 
command of the camp. He accom- 
panied the party to the park, explain- 
ing by the use of maps and other de- 
vices the location of the various com- 
mands, giving much general informa- 
tion concerning the situation from first 
to last. They arrived at the Park Sta- 
tion, Gen. Boynton having vehicles in 
waiting for the party, and the inspec- 
tion tour was well under way by 1:30 
o'clock. It ig now understood that the 
principal work here will consist of a 
careful survey of the camp site. 

Before the commission left Hunts- 
ville last night, Gen. Dodge sent the 
following telegram to the secretary of 
the Society of the Army of the Ten- 
a at Toledo, O.: 

““‘We are here with the Fourt orps 
of the Cuban army, with 
all around this city, and it takes me 
back to the winter of 1863 and 1864, 
when the Army of the Tennessee oc- 
cupied this ground, and reminds me 

. that my army is enjoying its thirtieth 
reunion. It is hardly possible to 
realize the changes that thirty years 
have brought in, especially when you 
consider that this corps is commanded 
. today by Gen. Joseph Wheeler, a Con- 
federate general, who occupied the 
country south of the Tennessee while 
we were holding it north of the river.” 
BACILLI ON FLIES FEET. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT, ; 

CHATTANOOGA (Tenn.,) Oct. 28,.— 
The War Investigating Commission 
spent the entire day inspecting the site 
of Camp Thomas in Chickamauga Park 
under the guidance of Gen. Boynton. 
The inspection began at Lytle station 
and covered all points of interest in the 
a and near its borders, which have 

nin any way involved in the con- 
troversy concerning the Sanitation of 
the camp, including Sternberg and 
Leiter mospitals; the various springs 
from which water was secured by the 
troops, including the famous Orawfish 
Springs and the point on Chickamauga 
Creek at which the water of the pipe 
line supply was taken out, Special at- 
tention was given to this latter place, 
because of criticisms which have been 
made upon this source of the camp’s 
water supply. They found the in-take 
pipe submerged about twenty feet 
above the mouth of a tributary creek, 
locally known as Cave Spring Creek, 
which drained the camp. The ch 
had been made that the water from the 
tributary stream contaminated the 
water, being carried back into it by 
means of eddies and in one case by 
overfiow after a freshet. 

Gen. Boynton and Mr. Betts, who had 
both been concerned in the location of 
the pipe line admitted that there had 
been one occasion when Cave Spring 
Creek had overflowed, thus throwing 
its water in the main stream. The 
freshet had occurred at night when the 
pumps were shut down, and no water 
was being takenin. They called atten- 
tion to the depth of the stream and 
urged the impossibility of infection 
from this stream. 

There were many expressions of com- 
mendation from the methods followed 
at Sternberg Hospital, and Gen. Dodge 
was heard to remark that it was a pity 
to have to leave any situation so well 
equipped. Maj. Griffin, in command of 
the hospitals, said it would soon be 
abandoned. The committee also gave 
attention to the proximity of the va- 
rious camps to one another, the depth 
and localities of the sinks. The con- 
clusion seemed quite general that many 
camps were too close together. 

After concluding the inspection of 
the camp, Maj. Griffin, who had been 
before the commission before, was 
asked to make a statement concerning 
some criticisms of the hospitals made 
in a Vermont newspaper by Frank A. 

ailey, who had spent six weeks in the 

ospital nursing his brother. When 
he returned home, he wrote an article 
saying, among other things, that he 
ad heard physicians tell attendants 
o give their attention to patients who 
had a chance to recover, and not to 
nurse those who were sure to die, in 
the presence of those designated as of 
the latter class, and that he had heard 
other physicians instruct their helpers 
to give ice cold baths with the view of 
“finishing their patients.’”’ Dr. Griffin 
pronounced as false all this statement. 

Dr. Charles F. Craig, bacteriologist 
of the Sternberg Hospital, was also ex- 
amined. He was questioned especially 
with reference to the water supply of 
the camp, and he expressed the opinion 
that the water taken from the Chicka- 
mauga River through the pipe system 
was purer than that in the wells and 
springs of the ground. He said he had 


had made two analyses of the water 
from the river, one before the July 
freshet, and the other after it, and had 
found it to be entirely wholesome from 
a bacteriological standpoint. It was 
muddy, and he thought it should be 
filtered. He had also made tests which 
convinced him that there was no danger 
of eddies carrying the water of the 
Cave Spring Creek into the pipes. 

Dr. Craig expressed the opinion that 
common house flies are capable of prov- 
ing a decided source of disease infec- 
tion, and he detailed bacteriological 
tests showing that they carried typhoid 
germs upon their feet. He also said 
that he had macerated a number of 
flies which had been placed on sugar 
impregnated with the germ, and had 
procured from them a pure bacillus 


culture. 


GEORGIA VOLUNTEERS.

CHICAGO, Oct. 28.—Edward Backey 
was appointed receiver today of the 
Chicago Racing Association, upon the 
petition of Dewitt H. Curtis, one of 
the stockholders, and George H. Kuhl, 
a creditor. who filed a bill in the Cir- 
cuit Court today to wind up the af- 
fairs of the concern. Edward Corri- 
gan. John Brennock and James G. 
Burke were made codefendants in the 
action against the association. 

The bill of complaint sets up that 
the business of the asSociation was 
conducted at a loss during the recent 
racing at Hawthorne, and that by rea- 
son of the litigation in which fhe cor- 
poration was involved, it became nec- 
essary for the association to cease do- 
ing business. The Chicago Racing AS- 
sociation was incorporated in 1891, with 
a capital stock of $500,000. , 


NAVAL CONSTRUCTION. 


Interesting Report by Chief 


Constructor Hichborn. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 28.—A _ large 
part of the burden of equipping the 
United States navy for the war with 
‘Spaiti fell ufon the Construction Bu- 
reau of the navy, and in his annual 
report, Commodore Hichborn, the chief 
constructor, furnishes many interest- 
ing details as to the extent of this 
work, involving the transformation of 
more than 100 merchant craft into aux- 
iliary naval vessels at short notice. 
Looking to the future, the chief con- 
structor points to the importance of 
properly equipping and maintaining 
the plants at the minor naval stations

along the coast already established, 


and he submits estimates for the pur- 
pose, averaging about $25,000 in each 
case. He says that had the conse- 
quences of the recent naval engage- 
ments in the West Indies been nearly 
so serious as there was reason to ex- 
pect they might be, the southern sta- 
tions would have been necessary for 
repairs to ships too badly injured to be 
sent to northern yards. To keep tne 
nucleus of the force of men at these 
stations, small works should be con- 
stantly under way, and proper store- 
houses should be erected to keep suffi- 
cient quantities of material on hand. It 
is suggested that while the new dock 
at Algiers, La., is building, a suitable 
repair plant and storehouses should be 
erected. 

The report recommended a change in 
the system of purchasing supplies for 
navy-yard work, declaring that repairs 
have been delayed through the failure 
to procure material. 

Besides the long list of vessels pur- 
chased by the government for use as 
auxiliary cruisers, the report says that 
ten vessels were accepted by the gov- 
ernment from builders during the last 
fiscal vear. These were the Newark, 
Helena, Nashville, Wilmington, Annap- 
olis, Marietta, Newport, Vicksburg, 
Foote and Wheeling. Progress made 
on the vessels in course of construction 
has been very satisfactory. The work 
on the battleships has been held back 
to a great degree by the impossibility 
of securing armor when needed. The 
progress on some of the torpedo boats 
has not fully met the requirements of 
the contracts, owing largely to inex- 
perienced builders and delay in secur- 
ing material. Therefore it is suggested 
that in awarding contracts, the depart- 
ment should limit builders unfamiliar 
wth. torpedo-boat or naval work to a 
single vessel, in order that they may 
not, on an apparent saving of a few 
thousand dollars, obtain their experi- 
ence at a heavy expense in delay and 
annoyance to the government. 

The chief constructor declares that 
the naval engagements of the past few 
months have thoroughly justified his 
course in making fire-proof the wood- 
work placed in our warships. He pro- 
duces figures to show that serious in- 
convenience was experienced owing to 
the lack of dry docks during the past 
year, and say the necessity for hasten- 
ing the construction of the new docks 
is strongly evident. 

An allusion is made to the steady de- 
crease in the number of apprentices in 
the several navy yards, which the chief 


constructor thinks is a matter 
of regret. He says that the 
apprentices make the best  work- 


men, and therefore he urges that 
the system be put on a new basis; that 
boys be carefully selected for appren- 
ticeship, physically examined, and then 
carried through the proper courses of 
construction at the navy yards, 

The behavior of all classes of our 
naval vessels throughout the various 
conditions of the war is set down as a 
source of gratification to the Construc- 
tion Bureau, where the greater part of 
them were designed. The behavior of 
all, both in action and general service 
on the blockade, appears to have been

PRESIDENT ZELAYA RELAXES BY 
GRANTING CANAL FRANCHISES. 


Officials at Washington Question the 


Nicaraguan Executive’s Right to} 


Deal in Options—The Concession 
Was Dead Easy. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.] 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 28.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] A cablegram from Nicara- 
gua. published in this morning’s papers, 
relates that the President of Nicaragua 
has granted a concession to Edwin F. 
Cragin of Chicago and two New York 
men to build the Nicaragua Canal. 
This concession, so the dispatch says, 
is to take effect upon the expiration 
of the concession previously granted 
the Maritime Canal Company. 

Apparently President Zelaya of Nic- 
aragua can have more fun granting 
canal concessions than in doing any- 
thing else on earth. But officials here 
say that this latest grant can have no 
effect upon the plans of this country 
for building the canal, as it will not go 
into effect in time. They do, however. 
see some little difficulty that may arise 
out of it; in fact, there is a dispute 
about the exact time when the Mari- 
time Canal Company’s concession will 
expire. 

There is a disposition in Nicaragua 
to date the concession from the time it 
was drawn, whereas tHe company 
claims it should be dated from the time 
of ratification by the Congress of Nic- 
aragua. In the latter event the conces- 
sion will expire in a year from now, 
unless the work shall be begun before 
then. 

No one here supposed that Mr. Cragin 
went to Nicaragua for the purpose of 
securing a concession. It was an- 
nounced that he went to figure on the 
cost of the work, so that his Chicago 
company could bid for the contract 
when this government decides to build. 
Probably that was his intention, but 
when found concessions easy to obtain 
he took one.

Grace & Co. and a Nicaragua Canal 
Concession. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.} 

CHICAGO, Oct. 28.—Lyman E. 
Cooley is authority for the statement 
that the capitalists behind Edward F. 
Cragin and Frank S. Washburn in 
their effort to secure an option on a 
concession from the Nicgraguan gov- 
ernment to construct interoceanic 
eanal. are not from Chicago, but from 
New York. According to the best in- 
formation Mr. Cooley has on the sub- 
ject. W. R. Grace & Son and Charles 
B. Flint of New York are benind the 
scheme with Mr. Cragin. 

Mr. Cooley says that if the United 
States government takes action this 
avinter, the option will have no effect, 
but in case Congress fails to act, Grace 
and his associates will come in as 
residuary legatees next October, if 
satisfactory arrangements can be made 
with the old company. 


PILLAGERS’ PETITION. 


Ask Permission to Cut Dead-and- 
down Timber. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGIT REPORT. ] 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 28.—A petition 
signed by 277 Leech Lake Indians, Pil- 
lager Indians, in Minnesota, asking for 
continuance of authority for cutting 
dead-and-down timber, was received 
by Secretary Bliss today. It was 
dated Leech Lake, October 22, and is 
interesting in view of the part timber- 
cutting methods had in the recent 
Chippewa outbreak. [Ut follows: 

“We, the undersigned Pillager 
dians, residents of the Leech Lake 
Reservation, do hereby petition the 
honorable Secretary of the Interior and 
the honorable Commissioner of Indian 
affairs, as follows: 

“That we be allowed to continue the 
cutting of dead-and-down timber, as 
such cutting is our sole means of mak- 
ing a livelihood, and if deprived of the 
labor incident to such cutting, we will 
be unable to provide for our women 
and children the coming winter, and 
they will suffer greatly for the neces- 
saries of life. And further, we do not 
wish the white men married to Indian 
women should do the cutting to the 
exclusion of the Indians, and we do 
not wish them to log in the names of 
those wives and children.” 

The signatures, made by mark, are 


headed by fifteen of the chiefs.

BEEFING ABOUT BLANCO. | 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 28.—Secretary 
Wilson brought up at the Cabinet ses- 
sion the fact that Blanco is still charg- 
ing $10 a hundred for beef cattle going 
into Cuban ports controlled by the 
Snaniards, while the United States is 
admitting beef cattle free of duty to 
ports controlled by American officials. 
The Cabinet concluded that it has not 
power at present to change this state 
of affairs, and that Blanco must bear 
the responsibility. As soon as the 
United States takes possession of vari- 
ous ports. however, this will be 
changed. Some of the ports near Ha- 
vana will be opened to the free entry 
of beef cattle and other things that 
will result in benefit to Havana. 

DISCUSSING THE PHILIPPINES. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT,] 

PARIS, Oct. 28.—La Volente, dis- 
cussing the Philippine question today, 
says: “The Americans could well make 
concessions to compensate for their 
rigor on the Cuban question.” Quoting 
the Philippine article of the protocol, 
the paper says: “The wording is 
vague, and forecasts the Spanish con- 
tention relative to the meaning of the 
words ‘control’ and ‘disposition.’ 

Spain, La Volente concludes, is 
minus money and a fieet to reéstablish 
order, and it would be more prudent to 
allow the Americans to do so, Spain 
claiming a money indemnity in ex- 
change for her sovereignty over the 
archipelago, which it would be diffi- 
cult for the Americans to refuse. 

The Gaulois takes the view that the 
Cuban question was not settled by it- 
self, and that by counter-concessions 
on the Philippine question an arrange- 
ment mutually satisfactory will be 
reached. But in the meanwhile, the 
Gaulois adds, no decision is possible 
before the elections, which is according 
“> the desire of the American commis- 
sion. 

PHILIPPINES MEMORANDUM. 

[ASSOCIATED TRESS DAY REPORT.} 

PARIS, Oct. 28.—The American Peace 
Commissioners at their sessions today 
will draw up a memorandum on the 
subject of the Philippines, which it is 
expected they will place before the 
Spanish commissioners at the joint ses- 


sion, which is to take place Monday 
next. 


HAVANA CONFEREES. 


Evacuation Commissioners Un- 


able to Reach Conclusions. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 


HAVANA, Oct. 28.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] At this morning's joint session 
of the evacuation commissioners of the 
United States and Spain, no conclusions 
were arrived at “except as to matters 
of detail and of little importance. 
Thus far all matters of importance 
have been referred to Paris for decision 
by the joint peace conference. 

November 15 the quarantine agains 
yellow fever will cease, so that steam- 
ers between Havana and Tampa can 
carry cargoes without immunity cer- 
tificates. About that time Admiral 
Sampson will leave for the United 
States to ‘attend the wedding of his 
daughter, and it is the intention of 
Mai.-Gen. Butler to go to Washington 
before the latter part of next month. 

Siefior Colomo, one of the most prom- 
inént and wealthy Havanese, has 
placed at Gen. Butler’s disposal, for the 
remainder of his stay here, a hand- 
some carriage and pair, with coachman 
and footman. 

Col. Lees and Lieut. Livermore of the 
United States special commission on 
camp sites, returned this afternoon 
from the province of Pinar del Rio, 
where they have selected three _ sites 
from among which the army will choose 
one. This evening a matter of landing 
place is under consideration. 

‘COMMERCIAL AGREEMENT. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

MANILA (P. I.,) Oct. 28.—Col. Mor- 
ales, representing Gen. Rios, the Span- 
ish commander, concluded a commer- 
cial agreement with Gen. Otis yester- 
day. The Manila customs authorities 
are authorized to clear Spanish or 
American ships for TIloilo, Cebu or 
Zambomanga. For Caipez, Tacloban, 
Catbalogan, Miamis and Surigao they 
will require Spanish captains and a 
guarantee of legitimate commerce.

SETTLERS SAY THEY CAN TAKE 
CARB OF INDIANS. 


They are Only Awaiting Arrival of 
Armes and Ammunition from 
Baker city. 


REDS NOW READY FOR PEACE. 


DELEGATION SAYS THERE WILL 
BE NO MORE BLOODSHED. 


Mrs. Botkin Indicted by Grand Jary. 
William Edes Leaves a Million. 
President Ripley on 
Valley Stock. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 


BAKER CITY (Or.,) Oct. 28.—A tele- 
phone message from Cafion City. states 
that “Columbia Joe” and nine warriors 
came into Prairie City today, and in- 
formed the citizens that there would be 
no further bloodshed. Great excitement 
prevails, and the settlers fear further 
trouble, as the number of Indians is 
increasing, and they are well armed. 
Settlers today telephoned to Baker City 
for a large number of rifies and ammu- 
hition. They say they are able to take 
¢eare of themselves, and will easily sub- 
@ue the Indians upon the arrival of the 
firearms. Cutting was buried at Cafion 
City this afternoon. 

Dr. Ashford of Cafion City responded 
to a summons from Cummings Creek, 
the scene of yesterday's battle between 
whites and Indians, in which George 
Cutting was killed. Three of the 
wounded will- die, making a total of 
seven killed since the trouble began. 

Late advices show that’a party of 
Indians, supposed to be Columbias, 
camped on the right fork of the John 
Day River, near Izee, lost two of their 
horses. They accused a rancher of steal- 
ing them, and demanded that he give 
them up. On his denial of any knowl- 
edge of the horses, the Indians pro- 
ceeded to enter his barn to see if the 
horses were there. The rancher opened 
fire on the Indians, but failed to hit 
them. They at once left and returned 
to their camp. 

Last Tuesday, John Hyde, while rid- 
ing on the range was shot at by the 
Indians. Wednesday a posse of citizens 
numbering about twenty started out 
to find the Indians, and came on them 
about five miles from Izee, which is 
about fifty-five miles from Cafion City. 
A fight took place, in which one Indian 
and a white man, George Cutting, were 
killed. The fight became too warm for 
the Indians, and they struck into the 
mountains. Part of the posse followed 
them, and yesterday had a fight with 
them, in which five indians were killed. 


CARL MARTENS’S PLAINT. 


Says Kate Krieg is not His Wife, 
but His Nemesis. 
[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.] 

SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 28.—[{Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.] Carl Martens, who has 
been in this city for the past three 
months endeavoring to get up an opera 
company for a tour of the West Indies, 
is unemployed and out of money. His 
haunts are downtown music halls. He 
said tonight that the woman in Los 
Angeles who formerly went under the 
name of Kate Krieg was not his wife. 
She was, he said, his Nemesis, and 
had ruined him financially by inter- 
fering with his plans. He said she was 
the cause of the failure of the Carl 
Martens Grand and Com‘* Opera Com- 
pany, which essayed to perform at a 
Los Angeles operahouse last summer.

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THE TRAFFIC DECISION. 


UNDER IT OPEN COMPETITION CAN 
SECURE RBASONABLE RATES. 


Solicitor General Richards Says Its 
Ultimate Result is Impossible to 
Say—Cases Establishing Impor- 
tant Principles Affect not Only 
Courts but Legislatures. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 28.—Solicitor- 
General John K. Richards, who had 
charge of the government’s side of the 
Joint Tariff Association case before the 
Supreme Court of the United States 
and whose brilliant argument, occu- 
pying two days, has been the subject 
of much favorable comment by mem- 
bers of the Supreme Court bench and 
bar, was. questioned today, after he 
had an opportunity to read its full text, 
as to the effect of last Monday’s de- 
cision on the railroad interests of the 
country. Mr. Richards said: 

“The Sherman Anti-trust Act de- 
clares illegal ‘every contract, combina- 
tion in the form of trust or otherwise, 
or conspiracy in restraint of trade «ar 
commerce among the several States.’ 
The joint traffic case clinches the de- 
cision in the {ransmissouri case, hold- 
ing that the law applies to railroads, 
and prohibits all agreements in re- 
straint of interstate trade and com- 
merce, whether the restraint be reason- 
able; in addition, it holds explicitly 
dhat the law is constitutional when 
thus applied, even to rea~xcmable agree- 
ments in restraint of tracle. 

“The constitutionality of the act was 
not raised in the Transmissouri care, 
but in the join. traffic case. Mr. 
Phelps directed his entire argument to 
this point, urging that Congress could 
not declare illegal and prohibit reason- 
able contracts. The freedom of con- 
tract guaranteed by the Constitution 
forbade it, he insisted. The answer 
of the court to this was that, as rail- 
roads enjoy public franchise, they per- 
form public service, and when engaged 
in interstate commerce are subject to 
the regulations of Congress. 

“What the ultimate result of the de- 
cision will be it is impossible to say. 
Cases which establish important prin- 
ciples usually affect, not simply courts, 
but Legislatures in a way ome cannot 
foresee. It is gratifying to believe 
that the sentiment of the people 
against injurious monopolies can find 
legitimate expression through laws 
passed by their representatives as en- 
forced by the court. I know it has 
been and is insisted that competition 
destroys rates and railroads, too, but 
nevertheless there is a settled senti- 
ment among the pecple against rail- 
road monopolies and in favor of un- 
restrained competition. Most of the 
States, some in their constitutions and 
some in their laws, have prohibited the 
consolidation of competing lines. Con- 
gress’s interstate act prohibits pooling, 
which is simply one mode of preventing 
competition to keep up rates. 

“There are men of thought who in- 
sist that regulations should supplant 
competition, but the people do not think 
s0 yet. In fact, competition is the 
recognized underlying basis of social 
and industrial and political life in this 
country. Competition goes along with 
freedam, with independent action. The 
country was founded on the principles 
of liberty and equality. Its founders 
sought to secure to every citizén an 
equal chance under the law—a fair 
showing in the race of life. 

“Under the decision, it is left to 
open competition to secure reasonable- 
ness in rates. It is ¢rue that the com- 
mon law requires that rates shall be: 
reasonable. So does the 
cammerce law. But this is a mere 
declaration, and there is no adequate 
remedy to enforce the barren right. 
Congress has not given the Interstate 
Commerce Commission power over 
rates. It has relied upon competition 
to keep them fair. Whether Congress 
will see fit to take the railroads out of 
the operation of the natural law of 
trade, and for independent competition 
substitute governmental regulations, 
remains to be seen.”’ 


HIS SERVICE ENDED. 


Walter Brown Holt a Soldier and 
Claimant, Too. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. 

NEW YORK, Oct. 28.—Walter Brown 
Holt, aged 82, an ex-soldier of the 
United States army, and a claimant to 
the immense Holt estate in England, is 
dead at his home in this city of bron- 
chial pneumonia. For ten years he 
had served in the Fourth United States 
Cavalry and for the four succeeding 
years in the Sixth United States In- 
fantry. Most of this time he had 
spent in western posts, in California 
and around the Yellowstone. He was a 
member of the relief party to reinforce 
Gen. Custer at! the time of the Custer 
massactre,,and he also saw _ service 
against Sitting Bull in the Black Hills. 
He was honorably discharged from the 
army in 1883. 

He was a grandson of Stephen B. 
Holt, who constructed the United States 
Hotel, this citly, and was one of the 
claimants to the Holt estate that has 
been in chancery for about two hun- 
dred years and is estimated by some 
to approach $80,000,000 in value. 


BIG RUBBER DEAL. 


Goodyear People Resign to Organize 
Opposition Company. 
[A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.) 

NEW YORK, Oct. 28.—A dispatch to 
the Tribune from Waterbury, Ct., says 
George A. Lewis of Naugatuck, presi- 
dent of the Goodyear Rubber Company, 
has tendered his resignation. This is 
the consummation of the biggest deal 
in the history of the rubber business’ 
in this country. Levi T. Warner, gen- 
eral superintendent of the company, 
has also resigned, and he takes with 
him his brother, Abner, who was the 
shipping agent for the company, and 
John D. Rodrenbach, who was general 
manager. The avowed intention of all 
concerned in this deal is to organize 
an opposition to the United States 
Rubber Company, and with the millions 
of money behind the Lewis family, the 
Whittemores and the Warners, there 
will be an interesting contest. 

It has been suspected that the Naug- 
atuck rubber magnates, for a long time 
have been quietly backing Jospeh 
Bannigan of Providence in his fight. It 
is now thoroughly understood why J. 
G. Whittemore sold out his stock in 
the Goodyear and other companies. 
The move of his son is also understood, 
the buying of the immense plant of the 
Tingue Woolen and Plush Company at 
Beacon Falls, which has lain idle for 
several years. It is understood that 
John D. Rodrenbach will be the secre- 
tary and president of the new com- 
pany.

Judge Dellenbaugh Calls Two Legal 
Lights Liars.

CLEVELAND, Oct. 28.—As a result 
of a story which has been circulated 
in the past two or three days to the 
effect that Judge F. A. Dellenbaugh 
of the Common Pleas Court had re- 
ceived half of an attorney's fee in a 
big divorce case, tried before him, the 
judge today made a sensational state- 
ment from the bench. At‘ the opening 
of the court, the judge arose and said: 
“I wish to beg@ the pardon of attor- 
neys and litigants for being a little 
tardy this morning. I have been de- 
layed by reason of certain stories— 
lies—which have been circulated 
ageinst me. Attorney Vernon Burke 
is the instigator of these stories, and 
Judge Lamson of this court has been 
the conduit through which they were 
given publicity. I will only say now 
that a bar meeting will determine 
which of these men, Burke or Lam- 
son, is the most malicious liar.” 
Burke is a State Senator and a well- 
known attorney. He was the leader 
in the opposition to the election of 
M. A. Hanna to the United States Sen- 
ate in the Legislature last winter. 
Judge Lamson is one of the Common 
Pleas judges. Judge Dellenbavgh is 
a very intimate friend of Senator 
Hanna.

CUTS THE THROAT OF ONE MAN 
AND WOUNDS TWO OTHERS. 


Farmer of Auburn, Ga., Asks the 
Governor for Protection Be- 
cause He Was Going Insane. 
Then Boards a Stret Car and 
Commits His Terrible Crime. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

ATLANTA “(Ga.,) Oct. 28.—William 
Shockley, an insane farmer of Auburn, 
cut the throat of J. D. Bishop and 
wounded Police Captain John Thomp- 
son on a street car here today. Robert 
McCoy, an ex-policeman, in effecting 
the capture of the demented murderer, 
was seriously but not fatally stabbed. 
Bishop died instantly. 

Shockley called at the Police Station 
during the morning and asked to be 
locked up, as he was going insane, but 
he was thrown out of the station. He 
then called on Gov. Atkinson and 
asked for protection, and while the 
Governor was telephoning the police the 
insane man departed. Shockley was 
sitting next to Bishop in the car, and 
without a word drew a razor, reached 
around and nearly severed the head 
from the body. 


MORGAN’S SPEECH. 


It is for Expansion and the Nica- 
ragua Canal. 
[ASSOCIATED YfRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 


BIRMINGHAM (Ala.,) Oct. 28.—Sen- 
ator John T. Morgan, who is taking 
part in the Congress campaign in this 
State, spoke tomight to a large audi- 
ence.

A Seaman Lost Overboard in a Vio- 
lent Squall.

LAUDANUM AND GAS. 


MRS. LLOYD’S DESPERATE EFFORT 
TO END HER LIFE. 


She First Took Laudanum, Then 
Fastened One End of a Fountain 


Syringe to a Gas Jet, Putting the 
Other End in Her Mouth, 


Mrs. Charles Lloyd, a young married 
woman, came to the conclusion some 
time Thursday night or yesterday 
morning that life is a hollow mockery, 
full of vexation of spirit and not worth 
the living anyhow, so she decided to 
put her troubles behind her, gently go 
to sleep and awake no more to a reali- 
zation of earthly cares and sorrows. 
With that end in view she sought the 
aid of laudanum and gas, but up to 10 
o'clock last night she was still alive, 
with fair prospects of recovering. 

Mrs. Lloyd is the wife of Charles Lloyd, 
a Wells-Fargo express messenger run- 


* ining on the Santa Fé. He is on the 


road four days, then has four days at 
home. He ana his wife have not sailed 
the matrimonial sea in a canoe of roses, 
and a few days ago they agreed to 
separate. They have two children, 
aged 4 and 6 years, and each agreed to 
take one child and live separately. This 
plan was put into execution, but was 
evidently unsatisfactory, as, two days 
ago, before the husband left on his last 
trip, he took the child in his care to his 
wife and they made up their differ- 
ences. 

They agreed to let bygones be by- 
gones, and start in anew. Previously 
Mrs. Lloyd had returned to her father 
and mother, Mr. and Mrs. B. Jarvis of 
Pasadena. When she and her husband 
made up, however, the residence at No. 
736 South Flower street was rented, 
and on Thursday Harry Lioyd, a 
brother of Charles Lloyd, removed one 
load of furniture from Pasadena to the 
house on Flower street, and Mrs. Lloyd 
staid there that night. 

Yesterday afternoon at 5:30 o’clock 
Harry Lloyd arrived with another load 
of goods, and when he entered the 
house he found his sister-in-law in bed 
unconscious. He immediately rushed 
to Monckton’s drug store, on the cor- 
ner of Figueroa and Seventh streets, 
and telephoned for Dr. Trueworthy. 
After the doctor had worked for two 
and a half hours over the woman, she 
was deemed to be out of danger, and 
the doctor left, leaving her under the 
care of her father and mother, who had 
come from Pasadena on receipt of a 
telephone message. 

A one-ounce bottle which had con- 
tained laudanum was found on the 
table beside the woman’s bed. A foun- 
tain syringe was found attached to a 
gas jet, the end of the tube being in 
the woman’s mouth. The indications 
were that on retiring Thursday night 
the woman had taken the laudanum, 
The drug was probably too weak to 
cause death, and, on waking up yester- 
day and finding she was still alive, she 
fastened the fountain part of the 
syringe to the gas jet, turned on the 
gas, got into bed again and put the end 
of the tube into her mouth. That is 
the most likely theory, as the neighbors 
say no one was astir in the house all 
day yesterday. If she had taken the 
laudanum and turned on the gas 
Thursday night, she would not have 
been alive when found. 

Mr. Lioyd is expected home this 
morning. The immediate cause of the 
woman’s act is not known, as she was 
still unconscious last night, but she 
probably got to brooding over her 
troubles and concluded to end all at 
once. 


TO COLONIZE THE WEST. 


| william Smythe Speaks on the Prob- 


lem of Colonizing California. 
William E. Smythe of New York, a 
member of the National Irrigation 
Congress, addressed a fair-sized audi- 


ence 
Chamber of Commerce yesterday aft- 
ernoon on “The Problem of California 
Colonization.” Mr. Smythe’s main 
hobby, aside from his hope of coloniz- 
ing the West with New Englanders, is 
the administration of towns and mer- 
cantle enterprises on a codperative 
basis. 

He says that as 73 per cent. of the 
people in the United States live in 
cities, and only 23 per cent. in the 
country, it stands to reason that the 
cities are overcrowded. Every one is 
proud of a growing city, he says, but 
no city is blessed by the presence of 
a greater population than its industrial 
system will readily absorb and de- 
cently maintain. The surplus man in 
the large city is an object of pity and 
a danger to society. . 

Then Mr. Smythe points out the ne-. 
cessity of this surplus humanity drift- 
ing back to the place from whence it 
came, the country. The speaker makes 
a business of colonization. He says 
herecently started a town in the north- 
ern vart of California, and more re- 
motely in Idaho. He thinks his busi- 
ness is the salvation of the thousands 
who are out of work in the cities, but 
yet have several hundred dollars’ capi- 
tal. The best thing they can do with 
this money, in his opinion, if they are 
people from the far East of this coun- 
try, is to come out West and invest it 


‘Tin land that will bring them a good 


yearly income. In order to get people 
more thoroughly interested in his idea, 
Mr. Smythe endeavors to form a colo- 
nial club in each town that he visits. 
He savs he started a club in Boston 
three years ago, of which Dr. Edward 
Everett Hale is a member. 

California, the speaker said, offers 
more favorable opportunities to colo- 
nists than any other State in the West. 
Wherefore it is surprising to learn 
that, according to so good an authority 
as C. P. Huntington, the Sacramento 
Valley is reported to have less popula- 
tion today than it had twenty-five 
years ago. But this, he thinks, is owing 
to the irrigation developments about 
Merced, Fresno and Bakersfield. In the 
San Bernardino Valley only about 2 
per cent. of the arable land is under 
cultivation, and little more can be said 
for the San Joaquin Valley. What 
these fertile regions need is population. 

here are vast. amounts of surplus 
land, labor and capital in this country. 
Independently, nothing can be accom- 
plished by any of these necessities to 
human progress, but unitedly they can 
do everything. 

The trouble is, in the speaker’s opin-

fon, that the man who needs to move 
hasn’t the necessary capital, and the 
man who has the capital doesn’t need 
to move. Therefore, the man of limited 
cash, who has saved from small earn- 
ings what he has, is idle in a New 
England manufacturing city and look- 
ing for a suitable investment, while 
the vast capital of the man of wealth 
is lying idle for want of investment. 
The colonization idea is the only one, 
Mr. Smythe thinks, that finds a way 
for the two parties ta come togther. 
He pointed to prosperous Anaheim and 
Riverside as examples of towns 
founded by colonists. 

The speaker also dwelt at length on 
the irrigation problem as it confronts 
the West, and went deeply into statis- 
tics and book lore concerning coloniza- 
tion schemes in this country and in 
England. 


NOTICE OF APPEAL. 


Local Stockholders of an Alien Cor. 
poration Shirk Liability. . 
Some of the bleached bones of the 
Los Angeles Iron and Steel Company 
were in evidence in Justice Owens’s 
court yesterday, in the suit of William 
Kennedy vs. R. H. Herron and others. 
There are thirteen defendants to this 
suit. all of whom were local stock- 
holders in the Los Angeles Iron and 
Steel Company, a corporation organ- 


ized under the laws of Colorado, but 


doing business in Los Angeles. 
The company went into insolvency 
about a year ago, with a number of 


debts outstanding for Wages, mate- 
rials furnished, etc. Willlam Ken- 
nedy, one of the small _ creditors, 


brought suit against some of the resi- 
dent stockholders for the amount of 
his claim, approximating $200. He was 
awarded judgment against twelve of 
the defendants, September 28, pro rata 
according to the amount of stock held 
by each. The thirteenth defendant, 
Blanton Duncan, escaped the fate of 
the others by showing that the stock 
in his hands was simply hypothecated 
to him as security for a loan of $1500. 
As this suit is but the forerunner of 
anumber of others liable to be 
brought against the unfortunate stock- 
holders. seven of the twelve against 
whom judgment has been entered, 
have determined to contest the consti- 
tutionality of the proceedings, on thd 
gxrounds that the company being an 
alien corporation the stockholders in 
this State cannot be held individually 
responsible for its liabilities. 
Undertakings in an appeal from the 
judgment of the Justice Court were 
accordingly filed yesterday ‘in behalf of 
R. H. Herron, F. I. Herron, W. Cc. 
Patterson. C. L. Pinney, H. L. Pin- 
ney. F. E. Little and Thomas Brooks. 
The judgments against’ these de- 


| fendants individually range from $1.65 
‘to $64.44. 


The costs of the appeal in 
most instances amount to more than 
the judgment, but the defendants are 
bent on staving off execution of the 
judgment, as a safeguard against sim- 
ilar jud@ments in suits to follow. 

One such suit in which thirty-two 
stockholders of the Los Angeles Iron 
and Steel Company are named as de- 
fendants, is now pending in Justice 
Morrison’s court. The plaintiff is R. T. 
Nelson. whose claim for oil furnished 
the company amounts to a sum consid- 
erably in excess of $1400. 


STILL PAYING HIMSELF. 


Waiter Price Attaches the Little 
Creamery Restaurant. 
Prosperity no longer being a patron 
of the Little Creamery restaurant at 
No. 225 East First street, Carl 
Thomas, the late manager, has retired, 
and a constable’s keeper has been in- 

stalled in his place. 

The tide of adversity set in against 
Thomas several days ago, when W. B. 
Price. his head waiter, paid himself off 
by. appropriating the. entire contents 
of the cash drawer, $2.30. For thus 
appointing himself his own paymaster, 
Thomas caused Price’s arrest on the 
charge of petty larceny, but Price 
emerged from his trial triumphantly, 
being declared an innocent man by the 
court. Incidentally Thomas was 
shown up in an unpleasant light by the 
evidence adduced at Price’s trial, and 
this did not improve his business. 

Price’s claim for wages was not en- 
tirely satisfied by the money he seized, 
Thomas was also in arrears with his 
cashier.

The foxy head waiter and the re- 
spectable cashier, elated with their suc- 
cess in driving Thomas out of busi- 
ness, are now about to open”’a res- 
taurant on their own account, in the 
same locality.

“TRAITOR AND DASTARD” 


THAT IS WHAT A SPEAKER CALLED 
JOHN BURNS, BOLTER. 


Resolutions Denouncing Him Passed 
at a Meeting of Republicans. 
Field and Copeland Disprove 
His Charges—Bulla, Waters, Con- 
rey and Others Speak. 


At a mass meeting of voters of the 
Third Supervisor District at the Co- 
lumbia Club last night, resolutions 
were passed denouncing John Burns, a 
bolter from the Republican party and 
now running as an independent candi- 
date for an office to which he aspired at 
the Republican County Convention and 
which he failed to get by a large mi- 
nority. The resolution characterizes 
the conduct of Burns as un-Republican, 
unfair and unjust. It follows in part: 

“Resolved, that this meeting does 
hereby condemn the action of said John 
Burns, and does hereby condemn the 
same particularly as being un-Repub- 
lican and as against fair and honest 
efforts in politics, and does particularly 
condemn the said John Burns because 
of the fact that the reasons given by 
him for running as an independent 
candidate are contradicted and denied 
by his own official reports when acting 
as a grand juror of the county of Los 
Angeles.”’ 

Burns sent a communication to a lo- 
cal paper asserting that he had been 
unfairly treated at the convention; 
that by chicanery he had lost, and that 
the man upon whom he had relied to 
put his name in nomination deserted 
the hall at the critical moment, and 
he had to substitute a man unprepared 
for the subject of the oration. He says 
there was jobbery in this on the part 
of his opponents, who desired to effect 
his defeat in any manner. This asser- 
tion was disproved by W. L. Copeland, 
who placed Burns in nomination. Mr. 
Copeland addressed the meeting last 
night, and in his remarks denied that 
he had left the convention hall as 
Burns’s name was about to be placed 
in nomination. He said Burns had asked 
him to speak in his behalf two days 
before the convening of the delegates, 
and he had carried out his 1:0mise. 
The speaker criticized Lurns most se- 
verely, and appealed ta his hearers nut 
to vote for a man who had the ef- 
frontery to make an allegation that 
every delegate to that convention 
knows to be untrue. 

He said Burns was a traitor to his 
narty and a dastard in his’ person. 
Deafening applause at these remarks 
showed the sentiments of the audience. 

Burns asserted to a friend, before the 
balloting for Suprevisors began, that if 
he were not nominated he would run 
as an indenendent candidate, in his 
newspaper communications he gives 
as a reason for this action, that he can- 
not stand by and witness the misman- 
agement of the County Hospital and 
the County Farm without making an 
effort to get on the board and endeayv- 
oring to remedy the evil. This reflection 
on the administration of these insti- 
tutions is meant for E. S. Field, the 
Supervisor from the Third District, 
who has the looking-after of these es- 
tablishments. Mr. Field is the regular 
Republican candidate for reélection 
from his district. which is also Burns's 
district. 

Mr. Field addressed the meeting 
and proved by fatts and figures that 
what Burns said about unwarranted 
expenditures was untrue, anl that 
Burns knew this probably as well as 
anyone else. Mr. Field said that in 
1897, when Burns was a member of the 
grand jury, he indorsed Mr. Field's con- 
duct of the County Hospital and the 
County Farm, and spoke in eulogy of 
their general management. The speaker 
read the financial record of these in- 
stitutions for 1897, detailing in what 
manner the money had been expended. 
Mr. Field offered to give a money re- 
ward to any one who could produce 
proof that there was a more efficient 
hospital or county farm, or one with 
greater facilities and conveniences in 
this State than the ones in this county. 
Those present pledged their earnest 
support to. Mr. Field, and displayed 
their disapproval of Burns. and his 
methods. 

The Second and Third wards are in 
the Third Supervisorial District, which 


is in the Seventy-fifth Assembly Dis- 


trict. This is a large voting section, 
and those present at the meeting last 
night were representative of their dis- 
trict as to pursuits, and thoroughly en- 
thusiastic. J. W. Long called the meet- 
ing to order, and Thomas Pascoe acted 
chairman and master of ceremo- 
nies.

ONE MONTH’S GRACE. 


Another Continuance Granted in the 
Trial of McKay. 

The trial of D. McKay for petty lar- 
ceny is almost a3 hire to bring to a 
focus as the Massey-Bebiesheimer shop- 
lifting cases of hoary memory, which 
are still mouldering in Justice Owen's 
court for lack of prosecution, although 
it is now almost a year since they were 
begun. 

The McKay case is one of more recent 
origin, and some honest efforts have 
been made to bring it to trial, but the 
defendant continually has cause to ask 


for a continuance for one reason 
or another. The case was set for 
trial yesterday, and up to the last 


moment everything looked favorable 
for a speedy termination of the matter. 

Officer J. M. Baker, by some expedi- 
tious hustling succeeded in summoning 
a venire of thirty as select jurors as 
ever graced the inside of Justice Mor- 
rison’s courtroom. By 9:30 o'clock 
everything was in readiness for the 
trial to begin. But just as the work 
of impanelling the jury was about to 
be taken up, the defendant filed an affi- 
davit alleging that his wife was se- 
riously ill, and as she was one of his 
most material witnesses, he could not 
in justice to himself go on trial until 
she got well. This affidavit was ac- 
companied by a certificate from the 
attending physician to effect 
that Mrs. McKays’ illness was, indeed, 
very serious. Upon this showing the 
court discharged the assembled jurors 
and continued the case for one month, 

McKay is the man who was caught 
at "the dead of night in the act of re- 
moving building materials from a house 
in the course of construction by 8S. K. 
Lindley, in the Bonnie Brae district, 
several months ago. 

His secret confinement by the police 
while the charge was being investigated 
created considerable comment at the 
time, and resulted in an official investi- 
gation of police methods. Mrs. Mc- 
Kay’s illness dates from the tyme of 
her husband's arrest, and is said to be 


due to the nervous shock caused by un- 
certainty as to her husband’s fate,

SANTA FE BRAKEMAN KILLED. 


Improving the Street-railway 
tem—New Time-table. 

Thursday night at about 11 o’clock 
Eldon F. Sweezy, a brakeman in the 
employ of the Santa Fé, was killed just 
beyond North Cucamonga, by falling 
between the cars, and being run over. 

The train, a freight, No. 34, left Los 
Angeles Thursday evening, Sweezy be- 
ing head brakeman. A stop was made 
at North Cucamonga about 11 o'clock, 
and there a gang of tramps were 
found trying to beat their way on the 
train. The brakemen were engaged in 
keeping them off. Just after the train 
pulled out Sweezy, who was on top of 
one of the cars, signalled to the engi- 
neer to stop. The airbrakes were ap- 
plied at once, and the train. stopped so 
suddenly that it broke in two just where 
the brakeman was stepping from one 
car to another. He felkto the ground 
and the car passed over him. He was 
taken out at once, and it was found 
that one of the wheels had passed over 
his hips, crushing him terribly. A wire 
was sent to San Bernardino for assist- 
ance, and a special was sent at once 
with a surgeon on board. When this 
reached the place where the accident 
took place the injured man was placed 
on board, and a start made for Los 
Angeles. He was quite conscious un- 
til Pasadena was reached, when he be- 
came unconscious, and died ina few 
minutes. He was 28 years old, and 
leaves a widow and one child. 

Sweezy began railroading two years 
ago on the Terminal, and had been 
with the Santa Fé a year. His father 
is a resident of this city.

TERRITORIAL EXPANSION. 

There can be no doubt that the 
question as to the disposition of the 
territory which the United States has 
wrested from Spain will become an 
important issue in the politics of this 
country in the near future. Such an 
outcome seems inevitable in the very 
nature of things. The issue is one of 
great and vital importance and there 
is considerable diversity of opinion 
on the subject among the American 
people. These conditions will oper- 
ate to make of the question a political 
issue. 

Up to the present time, the question 
of territorial expansion has not pre- 
sented itself in, such form as to offer 
distinct grounds for partisan align- 
ment on the one side or the other. 
The issue is still in:a tentative stage. 
Public opinion is much divided and 
it has not had an opportunity to crys- 
tallize around definite policies and 
well-defined purposes. Neither of the 
great parties has taken an out-and- 
out stand for or against the exten- 
sion of our national boundaries. Just 
at the close of hostilities, in the late 
war, an attempt was made on the 
part of certain Democratic leaders to 
commit that party to a policy of op- 
position to territorial expension. But 
the effort immediately raised a great 
tempest in the Democratic teapot and 

‘ it was speedily abandoned. The si- 
lence of Democratic platforms on the 
subject, since, has been so profound 
as to be really oppressive. No man— 
not even the redoubtable Col. W. J. 
Bryan himself, who is generally re- 
garded as the great high priest of 
latter-day Democracy—can tell, today, 
exactly where that party stands on the 
subject. 

The Republican party, on the other 
hand, while not absolutely and irre- 
vocably committed to a_ thick-and- 
thin policy of territorial expansion, 
is to all intents and purposes leaning 
distinctly toward such policy. The 
recent speeches of President McKin- 
ley have tended strongly to confirm 
the Republican party in this attitude, 
and as events develop, in all proba- 
bility the party will take decided and 
advanced ground in favor of extending 
our jurisdiction, whenever we can do 
so consistently, with benefit to our- 
selves and to the human race at large. 
The Republican policy will also con- 
template, no doubt, the establishment 
of a well-defined colonial system, 
adapted to the needs of our new pos- 
sessions. 

It may be set down as a matter uf 
course that the Democratic party will 
oppose any policy that may be adopted 
by the Republican party, as it is a 
part of the Democratic religion to be 
“agin the government.” We may con- 
fidently expect, therefore, to find the 
Democrats in the next general cam- 
paign opposed, tooth and nail, to the 
policy of extending our territorial 
limits beyond existing boundaries. 
The issues will thus, in course of time, 
be clearly defined and closely drawn 
along party lines. 

It is true that the question of ter- 
ritorial expansion does not enter di- 
rectly into the election to be held on 
the 8th day of November next. But, 
in view of the almost certain party 
alignment on this question in the near 
future it is clearly an issue of the 
present campaign. Voters who cast 
their ballots for the Republican can- 
didates willl vote indirectly to sustain 
the administration in the policy of 
extending our jurisdiction over the 
territory which has come into our pos- 
eession as a consequence of the war. 
To vote against the Republican can- 
didates will be to vote against sus- 
taining that policy. These facts should 
be borne in mind by progressive 
Democrats at the coming election. 
Democrats of this class will prefer to 
align themselves with the hosts of 
progress rather than to permit them- 
selves to be crushed by the jugger.

POMOLOGICALLY SPEAKING. 

The stranger who walks along the 

streets of Los Angeles with inquiring 
eye and contemplates the fruit stands, 
finds food for quiet reflection in the 
fact that, while our grapes, melons 
and berries are all of home growth, 
our apples are . generally of foreign 
production. One stand will have them 
fresh from Missouri, another from 
Kansas, and a thing one from far-away 
Iowa. And yet while we join Oregon, 
one of the best apple-growing States 
of the Union, we find no Oregon ap- 
ples in any of the California towns 
south of San Francisco, and very few 
of them there. Yet Oregon has had a 
large apple crop this year, and this 
has been more especially true of that 
portion of the State known as_ the 
“Inland Empire,” the great expanse 
of territory lying east of the Cascade 
range of mountains Yet despite the 
fact that the orchard price of apples 
in that region is lower than it has 
been for years—only 30 cents per 
box—the orchardists cannot find a 
market for their fruit in Southern 
California, between which and Ore- 
gon the difference of seasons makes 
an exchange of products not only 
natural but necessary. there- 
fore becomes a fitting subject of in- 
quiry. And why is it, then, that our 
fruit dealers can bring apples here 
from Missouri or Kansas, from 1400 
to 1600 miles, and cannot’ transport 
them from Oregon, which is less 
than a thousand miles from us? An- 
swer: because the rates of freight 
westward are—and always have been— 
an unjust discrimination in favor of 
the eastern shipper. It was the un- 
precedentedly low rates given to east- 
ern makers of wagons and farm ma- 
chinery that closed up the carriage 
and wagon shops of Sacramento, 
Stockton and other interior cities of 
this State. It is the same unjust and 
unfair discrimination in favor of east- 
ern shippers that today keeps the 
Oregon fruits out of Los Angeles mar- 
kets, because the retailers can pur- 
chase apples brought from Kansas and 
Missouri cheaper than those brought 
hither from an adjoining State. 
Oregon is a big consumer of South- 
ern California citrus fruits because 
she has none of her own. Kansas, 
Iowa and Colorado use less of our 
citrus fruits because they are quite 
as near to the Gulf States which are 
producers of lemons and oranges as 
well as we are. The moment our 
citrus fruits strike the Mississippi 
River they have to compete, not only 
with those of the cotton States, but 
with Mediterranean fruit, grown by 
the pauper labor of Southern Europe. 
Hence we can see no good or valid 
reason why California should be com- 
pelled to buy any fruits from. the 
Eastern States and to refuse those 
grown from our sister State on the 
north. 
The recent decision of the United 
States court of last resort upon the 
pooling of earnings may upset some 
of this skullduggery which favors 
eastern shippers and works a hard- 
ship on our own people. Perhaps 
some day, when “Uncle Collis” has 
nothing coming from the earnings of 
the other railroads and is compelled 
to build up a separate business for 
his own system, we may be able to 
get fruit as cheap from localities 1000 
miles away as from places that are 
from 1400 to 1800 miles east of us. 


Statistics are not naturally sooth- 
ing, but the figures furnished by the 
railway reports for last year will tend 
to quiet the nerves of those who are 
apprehensive of a terrible death ev- 
ery time they ride behind the fiery, 
snorting iron horse. The _ report 
shows that but one passenger was 
killed out of every 2,827,474 passen- 
gers carried. That is to say, one can 
take a train 2,827,474 times bpfore his 
turn comes to be killed. Figured 
on the distance traveled, he would 
travel 72,093,963 miles before his turn 
would come. It is shown from these 
figures that had a man begun to travel 
the first day of the year 1, and tray- 
eled 100 miles every day since then, 
he would still have nearly 3,000,000 
miles to travel before his turn to be 
killed would come around.

MUNICIPAL WATERWORKS IN ENG- 
LAND. 


While many American cities have 
successfully adopted the municipal 
ownership of water, and others are 
following the example, we are still, 
in this respect, far behind England, 
where the municipal ownership of 
water has made immense strides dur- 
ing the past few years, and has be- 
come the rule, rather than the excep- 
tion. As is shown by a writer in the 
Sacramento Bee, who has thorouglily 
investigated the question, the large 
British cities have had the wisdom 
to perceive of late that a good water 
supply is the most imperative of all 
local considerations. They have 
learned that a public supply is desir- 
able, becaugee no private company can 
find it profitable to take account of 
the motive that should govern the 
fixing of a permanent system. The 
costly supplies of pure water will re- 
sult in a wonderful variety of indi- 
rect compensating advantages to their 
respective communities, and consid- 
ered as public investments, are un- 
impeachably sound, but as private in- 
vestments, they would have been ruin- 
ous for the reason that a private 
company could not have turned in- 
direct benefits into cash dividends. 


cities has been to obtain pure water 
from high sources, so that it may be 
introduced and distributed by gravity, 
thus saving pumping expense, and 
supplying force by hydraulic power 
besides furnishing a ready supply of 
water, under pressure, for fire  pur- 
poses. In many cases English cities 
have gone long distances for their 
water. Liverpool brings its water 
from a point in Wales sixty-eight 
miles distant. Bradford goesa dis- 
tance of forty miles. Cardiff pur- 
chased the works of a private water 
company, twenty years ago, at a cost 
of $1,500,000, and has since spent $3,- 
000,000 more in bringing water from 
a distance of thirty-two miles. Bol- 
ton, a city not much larger than Los 
Angeles, has spent $4,000,000 on its 
water system. Sheffield purchased 
waterworks from a private company 
for $7,500,000 and is improving them. 
The magnitude of municipal invest- 
ments in waterworks may be illus- 
trated by the statement that the out- 
standing indebtedness of English and 
Welsh local authorities, on account 
of this one item, has reached $200,000,- 
000, and is nearly one-fifth of the ag- 
gregate of local debts. Most of this 
vast outlay has been incurred since 
1870. 

Those who pretend that the mu- 
nicipal ownership of waterworks is 
an untried and dubious plan are 
either woefully ignorant of the facts 
or else are wilfully attempting to 
mislead the public.

Syndicate Formed to Finance the 
Proposed Organization. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 
NEW YORK, Oct. 28.—A news bureau 
says a syndicate has been organized for 
financing the proposed organization of 
@ company to be called the Continental 
Tobaccco Company, which company 
will acquire the following concerns: 
John Finzer & Bro., Louisville, Ky.; 
P. H. Mayor & Bro. (incorporated,) 
Richmond, Va.; Daniel Scotten & Co., 
Detroit, Mich.; the P. J. Sorg Company, 
Middletown, O.; Hardie, Weissenger 
Tobacco Company, Louisville, Ky., and 
the P. J. Lorillard Company, Jersey 
City, N. J.; the Drummond Tobacco 
Company, St. Louis, Mo., and the plug 
tobacco business of the American To- 

bacco Company of New Jersey. 

All the properties, receipts and as- 
sets of the various companies will be 
taken except in the case of Lorillard 
Company, where all the stock to the 
par value of $7,000,000, is purchased, 
thus giving the entire control of that 
company, its organization being main- 


‘tained, and in the case of the Ameri- 


can Tobacco Company, the Continental 
Company purchases from that com- 
pany the plug tobaccco business and 
assets pertaining thereto, the Ameri- 
can Company retiring from the busi- 
ness of manufacturing plug tobaccco. 
While some of the concerns manu- 
facture snuff and smoking tobaccco 
and will continue so far as their exist- 
ing business in those lines is concerned, 
the principal business of the concern 
will be the manufacture of plub to- 
bacco. The output of plug tobacco of 
the different concerns acquired aggre- 
gates over one hundred million 
pounds per annum, and is expected that 
a net profit of at least 4 cents a pound 
can be realized largely by reduction in 
the advertising, selling and manuac- 
turing. Thé new company will issue 
$30,000,000 of preferred 7 per cent. non- 
accumulative stock and $30,000,000 com- 
mon stock. The manufacturers accept 
in payment for their properties com- 
mon and preferred stock to the amount 
about $46,000,000, leaving $6,020,000 
to be raised for taking certain cash 
payments and providing additional 
working capacity.

| PREVAILING DISEASES. 


SANITARY CONDITIONS AT PORTO 
RICO—DR. SALOMON’S REPORT. 


Only Three Towns With Reguiar 
Water Supply—No Sewerage Sy5- 
tem—Soldiers to Blame for Much 
of Their Ilness—Admirable Hos- 
pitals Excellently Managed. } 


[A. P. BARLY MORNING REPORT.] 


NEW YORK, Oct. 28.—Dr. Lucien F. 
Salomon, who for ten years was sec- 
retary of the State Board of Health 
of Louisiana, and is one of the most 
prominent practicing physicians in New 
Orleans, is in New. York, having just 
returned from Porto Rico whither he 
went three weeks ago on a special mis- 
sion for the Louisiana State Board of 
Health to study conditions in the isl- 
and, and especially regarding conta- 
xious and infectious diseases, with a 
view of framing any quarantine regula- 
tions found necessary when commer- 
cial relations with the island are es- 
tablished. Dr. Salomon visited Ponce, 
San Juamj~Mayaguez and several small 
towns in the interior. He sailed on Oc- 
tober 7 from New York, on the trans- 
port Victor, and returned om the Man- 
itoba. 

Dr. Salomon said that while the gen- 
eral health conditions on the island are 
bad, he found no contagious or infevc- 
tious diseases, except smallpox, which 
is always there to a limited extent. 
When he left Ponce last Saturday, there 
were fourteen cases of smallpox in the 
pesthouse outside the city, gathered 
from the Ponce district, but none in 
the city itself. There was no yellow 
fever on the island at the time of his 
visit, and previously only one authenti- 
cated case among the United States 
troops at Ponce, the origin of which 
could not be traced. ‘There was also 
one case reported at Mayaguez about 
two months ago. Yellow fever, Dr. 
Salomon said, had been introduced 
from time to time by Spanish troops, 
but had never gained a foothold. The 
most serious epidemic was eight years 
ago, but there has been none since, 

Prevailing diseases in the island, Dr. 

omon found, are typhoid fever in 
a mild form, which is generally called 
continued malarial fever by the resi- 
dent physicians, and _ tuberculosis 
which is prevalent. The prevalence of 
the latter disease he considers due to 
the poverty and habits of the people, 
whose food is lacking in nourishment, 
and whose homes are unsanitary. The 
mortality among people from bowel 
complaints is very large, fully 60 per 
cent. of the deaths in the island being 
in this class. The sanitary conditions 
of the towns is very bad and only three 
towns on the island—Ponce, Mayaguez 
and Yauco—have a regular water sup- 
ply. Ponce has a partial but wholly 
inadequate system. There is absolutely 
no sewerage system. 

The health of the United States 
troops quartered in Porto Rico, Dr. Sal- 
omon declares, is bad, at least 10 per 
cent. of them being constantly ill from 
typhoid or enteric fever. Last Friday 
when he wisited the general hospital 
at Ponce he found 950 ill there alonc. 
Much of this ilness, he declares is due 
to bad water and for much of it, he 
says, the soldiers themselves are to 
blame. They eat unripe fruit, drink 
anything they can get and especially 
large quantities of a particularly vile 
auality of rum manufactured on the 
island. Hospitals built by the Span- 
iards are, he declares, admirably suited 
for this purpose and excellently man- 
aged by the American surgeons. There 
is much homesickness among the 
troops, and a great deal of discontent 
‘at the prospect of gearison duty.“ “ 

“The effect of these conditions,”’ Dr. 
Salomon said, “are not’ conducive to a 
desire to remain. The population is not 
friendly and only about half of it is 
classed as white, and they are very 
much mixed in color.” Dr. Salomon 
will recommend that no quarantine be 
established against Porto by the 
State of Louisiana. He considers the 
prospects of a large trade between 
Porto Rico and the United States ex- 
cellent. Coffee and sugar of excellent 
auality are grown there, and will, he 
declares, be largely exported. Tobacco 
is also grown, but except in one small 
district near El Caney, it is of inferior 
quality.

IMPORTANT DECISION. 


Council Fees for Street-railway, 
Franchises Authorized in Illinois. 
[A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT, ] 

CHICAGO, Oct. 28.—The Illinois Su- 
preme Court has decided that the City 
Council may insist on compensation 
for street railway franchises. Corpora- 
tion Counsel Thornton says the city’s 
victory in this decision has a wide and 
sweeping significance in the matters of 


of compensation without any limitation. 
The decision was given in the appeal of 
the Chicago General Railway Company 
against a judgment of $2250 given the 
city to recover damages on the bond 
of the company. The ordinance grant- 
ing the right to the company to oper- 
ate a street car line, imposed an annual 
ase fee of $500 for every mile of 
rack. 
The company protested against the 
payment of this fee. The Supreme 
Court upheld the right of the city to 
impose such a fee, and made a broader 
interpretation of the law that the City 
Council could insist on compensation 
for use of the franchise. The Chicago 
General Railway Company contended 
that the imposition of the license was a 
violation of the Federal and State con- 
stitutions; and the State Bill of Rights 
in that the company was denied equal 
protection under 
forced to part with it without due pro- 
cess of law. The company maintained 
that the ordinance was in the nature of 
class legislation, as no such fee had 
been demanded from other street rall- 
way companies in the past. 
Justice Wilkins gave the opinion 
the case, and on the point of the 
insisting on the additional condition 
a $500 license fee, he says: “It was 
clearly within the power of the Council 
by its ordinance to make this additional 
condition if it so desired. It is now 
claimed the condition is unreasonable, 
or against public policy and therefore 
void. It is not for this court to review 
the acts of the City Council which

PROPOSED NEW CHARTER. 
Board of Freeholders Plan How to 

Get Its Points Before the People. 

The Board of Freeholders held an un- 
official meeting last night in the Cham- 
bers of the City Council to discuss 
means for furthering the interests of 
the proposed new city charter. The 
members present were Maj. H. T. Lee, 
M. J. Newmark, Judge Groff, Maj. 
Nolan, H. T. Hazard, J. B. Millard, Al- 
bert H. Crutcher and Dr. Davisson. 

The principal question discussed was 
how to get the salient features of the 
new charter before the people in time 
to have them vote upon it at the next 
election. The same question had been 
discussed before, and it had been de- 
cided to prepare a synopsis of the char- 
ter, and have it published in the news- 
papers. The committee appointed to do 
this work reported that they had com- 
pleted their labor, and that the synop- 
sis consisted of about seven thousand 
words. Maj. Lee stated that he had 
spoken to the publishers of the various 
newspapers in the city about printing 
the synopsis, and that they had ob- 
jected to doing so on account of its 
great iength. Some discussion was had 
as to whether it would not be a good 
plan to print this synopsis in pamphlet 
form and have it mailed to voters by 
the County Clerk, at the same time 
that he sends out the sample ballots 
just before election, as required by law. 
It was decided, however, that it was 
better not to try to do this, as it might 
be an infringement on some election 
regulation to inclose anything else in 
the envelopes containing the election 
ballots. 

It was decided that the best plan to 
get the synopsis of the proposed char- 
ter before the people would be to have 
copies of it printed and ask the news- 

aper publishers to circulate’ them 
inrough the city with their papers. A 
committee was appointed on ways and 
means to carry out this plan as fol- 
lows: Kaspare Kohn, Judge Groff, 
Octavius Morgan and Dr. Davisson. 
These gentiemen will raise money by 
subscriptoins to carry out the work. 

Another plan discussed to further 
the interests of the proposed charter 
was to have a committee wait upon the 
city central committees of the various 
political orders and seek their indorse- 
ment of the charter during the rresent 
campaign. The speakers of the vulious 
organizations will be asked to discuss 
the charter at political meetings. A 
committee known as the Campaign 
Committee was appointed to carry out 
this plan as follows: A. M. Stephens, 
R. H. F. Variel, M. L. Graff, J. B. Mil- 
lard and H. T. Hazard.

WAS AN HONORED GUEST 


C. WILSON PORTER’S ANSWER TO. 


MRS. BANNING’S SUIT. 


He Aske for a Bill of Particulars 
and BPnters a General Denial. 
Services as Night Watchman and 
Coatly Presents Offset Her Claim 
for Compensation. 


C. Wilson Porter has made answer 
to Mrs. Mary Banning’s complaint that 
he owes her $210 for board and lodgings. 
He not only denies generally and spe- 
cifically each and every allegation of 
the said complaint, tut asks for a bill 
of particulars, setting forth in detail 
the number of eggs he is supposed to 
have eaten, the number of cups of 
coffee partaken of, and the amount of 
other beverages and viands consumed 
at Mrs. Banning’s breakfast table, and 
in short a full accounting of the va- 
rious unpaid amounts for accommoda- 
tions he enjoyed. 


Mr. Porter’s answer was filed with 
the clerk of Justice Morrison's court 
by the defendant’s attorneys, Flint & 
Barker, yesterday afternoon. The line 
of defense therein contained is that 
Mr. Porter, all the. while he was en- 
joving Mrs. Banning’s hospitality, con- 
sidered himself her honored guest and 
remained on the most friendly relations 
with her up to the wery time that she 
brought this suit. He further alleges 
that the value of the accommodations 

was favored with at her expense is 
more than offset by the services he per- 
formed by protecting the females of 
the household with his manly presence, 
and the costly gifts he presented plain- 
tiff and members of her household dur- 
ing the period of their friendship. 

In view of these premises, Mr. Por- 
ter considers Mrs. Banning’s claim for 
compensation as sublimely ridiculous. 
He prays the court not only to refuse 
judgment in her favor, but to assess 
the costs of the action against her. 

Instead of answering in his own 
plain, blunt language, Mr. Porter has 
directed his attorneys to state his de- 
fense in the dry verbiage of the law 
as follows: 

“The defendant alleges that on the 
12th day of December, 1897, and for 
some months prior thereto, plaintiff 
and defendant were on terms of close 
friendship; that plaintiff was then a 
woman of mature years, maintaining a 
handsome establishment in the city of 
Los Angeles, and was reputed to be 
possessed of such means and of such 
reputed social position as that de- 
fendant felt justified in accepting from 
her an invitation to become her guest 
at her said residence; that plaintiff did 
then and there invite defendant to be- 
come her guest as aforesaid, and to re- 
main at her said home, then and there 
to enjoy her hospitality and such food, 
attendance and necessaries as would 
usually and ordinarily be furnished 
by a hostess of unlimited means to an 
honored guest; that defendant did then 
and there accept said invitation and 
become a guest of plaintiff at her said 
home; that plaintiff then and there in- 
vited and urged defendant to remain 
at her said home for an _ indefinite 
period of time; that while defendant 
so, as aforesaid, remained at the home 
of plaintiff, defendant was treated by 
plaintiff and her servants, and by the 
other members of plaintiff’s household, 
in all respects as an honored guest; 
that there was nothing in the conduct 
of plaintiff or the said members of her 
household, or in her attitude toward 
defendant, that in any manner indi- 
cated to defendant that plaintiff’s said 
establishment was an inn or boarding- 

, or tha® plaintif€ furnished ‘food, 
attendance or necessaries for hire or as 
a matter of business, either to her friends 
or others, and defendant avers that 
he never was informed by plaintiff, or 
any other person, either prior to ac- 
cepting the said invitation or thére- 
after, while a guest at plaintiff’s house; 
that plaintiff conducted an inn or 
boarding-house or furnished food, at- 
tendance or ne es for hire or 
profit, but such facts, if they existed, 
were by plaintiff concealed from de- 
fendant; that plaintiff never intimated 
or in any manner indicated to defend- 
ant that he was expected to pay for 
such food, attendance and necessaries 
as he received at her said home, and 
no demand has at any time been made 
upon defendant by plaintiff for pay- 
ment for the same. 

“Defendant further avers that there 


never was at any time any agreement: 


between plaintiff and defndant as to 
payment or compensation for said ac- 
commodation. 

“Defendant further avers that while 
said defendant was a guest as afore- 
said at the home of plaintiff, plaintiff 
announced her intention to feave the 
city of Los Angeles for a short time, 
and invited and urged defendant to 
remain at. her said home until her 
return, and upon such invitation and 
request, and at the request of the 
housekeeper for plaintiff, defendant 
continued after plaintiff's departure, 
at great personal inconvenience to 
himself, to remain at her said home; 
that plaintiff and her said housekeeper 
urged that defendant would be doing 
them an especial favor by so remain- 
ing, for the reason that unless defend- 
ant did so remain, the servants of 
plaintiff, all of whom were females, 
would be left entirely alone. And for 
such reason defendant did consent to 
remain until plaintiff’s return, occupy- 
ing a sleeping apartment at the home 
of plaintiff, and taking his breakfast 
there, but not otherwise enjoying the 
hospitality of plaintiff during her ab- 
sence as aforesaid. 

“Defendant further avers that after 
plaintiff's return to her said home, 
after her absence, as aforesaid, the 
friendly relations existing between 
plaintiff and defendant continued; that 
said friendly relations were such that 
defendant spent large sums of money 
in entertaining plaintiff and the mem- 
bers of her family, and spent large 
sums of money in the purchase of costly 
gifts, presented by defendant to plain- 
tif€ and her said family, and defend- 
ant has in such manner expended 
money largely in excess of the amount 
demanded by plaintiff. 

“Defendant further says that had 
plaintiff? in any manner indicated to 
him that she expected compensation 
for the food, attendance and necessa- 
ries furnished defendant, defendant 
would not have accepted the said in- 
vitation of plaintiff; but such invita- 
tion was accepted upon the under- 
standing that defendant was to become 
a guest of plaintiff, in such manner as 
is usual among persons of social posi- 
tion of plaintiff and defendant. 

“Wherefore, defendant prays that 
plaintiff take nothing by her sald ac- 
tion, and that he have his costs herein.”

ARGUMENTS IN THE CLARK MUR-

A Scene in Judge Shaw’s Depart- 
ment Over the Custody of a 
Child—The Hartenstein Case 
to Be Reopened, 


The negotiations for a settlement of 
the controversy over the present loca- 
tion of the new Macy-street school 
building have not been altogether sat- 
isfactory and it looks probable that the 
building will have to be moved. The 
city is willing to purchase land to pre- 
vent the necessity of moving the build- 
ing, but the. price cannot be agreed 
upon. 

The Board of Public Works yesterday 
disposed of a large numver of street 
improvement matters. The subject of 
the Seventh-street drain was again be- 
fore them, but no action was taken. 
The board if not at present disposed 
to order the change of the name of 
Hope street to that of Ashland avenue, 
as petitioned for by a number of prop- 
erty-ownerts. 

M. Moriarity, a member of the fire 
department, died yesterday at Pueblo, 
Colo., where he:-had gone for his health. 

J. C. Harvey, who will soon leave 

for Central America, has promised to 
eend to the rk department a number 
of rare bir from that country. 
A quiet effort is being made to se- 
cure the granting of a saloon license 
at Ninth and San Pedro streets through 
political influence, in spite of the well- 
known objections of the people in that 
neighborhood. 

Testimony has closed in the Clark 
murder trial. arguments will probably 
close today and in such event the case 
will go to the jury. Inasmuch as four 
counsel will address the jury, however, 
it is quite possible that the case may 
be carried over to Monday, but both 
the court and the attorneys in the case 
desire to close today and an effort will 
be made to have it so. Yesterday the 
defendant went upon the witness stand 
in his own defense, and made a good 
witness. The story he told, if unrea- 
sonable in certain particulars, was, at 
l@ast, a coherent narrative that filled 
in gaps, in the testimony and grooved 
in with other statements made. 

The old case of Hartenstein against 
De Turk, is to be retried, and for a 
curious reason. The plaintiff brought 
slit to compel the defendant to make 
a deed to him of the premises in which 
he lived, and which he alleged De Turk 
had promised to convey in payment 
of a long-standing board bill, etc. 
Hartenstein got judgment as prayed 
for. but it developed recently that the 
property involved had been wrongly 
described in the complaint, and by stip- 
ulation the judgment has been set 
aside. . 

Attorneys -Wilson and _ Rollins in- 
dulged in.a little bit of bickering yes- 
terday in Judge Smith's. department, 
and upon reaching the corridor outside 
were making ready for more decisive 
mheasures, when Detective Mallory in- 
terposed and restored peace. 

The Perris and Lakeview Railway 
Company yesterday incorporated. The 
projected road is only to be eight miles 
long, and will connect the towns of 
Perris and Lakeview in Riverside 
county. The subscribing stockholders 
are officials of the Southern California 
Railway Company. °

MAY MOVE A SCHOOL. 


MACY-STREET BUILDING NEGOTIA- 
TIONS NOT SATISFACTORY. 


Important Strect Matters Disposed 
of by the Board of Public Works, 
Politics and Saloon Licenses. 
Death of a Fireman—Birds for 
the Parks. 


The trouble over the fact that a por- 
tion of the new Macy-street school ex- 
tends upon what was intended to be a 
public alley, but which was. not opened 
@s such at the time the building was 
erected, but for which the necessary 
Jjand had been vacated, has not been 
settled. although the city authorities 
have ben negotiating with William 
Mead, who owns the abutting property, 
for some time, and thought that a sat- 
isfactory arrangement could be made 
for the opening of another alley in the 
game block. It now appears that unless 
there is a change in the opinion of one 
gide or the other, that the school build- 
ing will have to be moved. 

The matter has been in the hands of 
the Finance Committee for several 
months, and several conferences have 
been held for the purpose of arriving, 

possible, at some plan of settiecment 
which would be satisfactory to all per- 
gons concerned. The city even went 30 
far as to advertise for bids for moving 
the school building, but the one bid 
received was so high that it was re- 
jected, and if the work is done it will 
be n submitted to bids. The present 
* hitch in the settlement is that Mr. Mead 
@esires the city to purchase two of his 
lots at a price which is considered 
high for such property. The city is will- 
ing and has offered to buy one lot and 
pay for it $800. adding the cost of re- 
cent street work, and also an aiditianal 
amount to settle with other property- 
owners who would be cut off from the 
advantages of having an alley in the 
rear of their premises.

BOARD OF PUBLIC WORKS. 


Many Street Improvement Matters 
Disposed Of. 

The much-discussed matter of dis- 
posing of the storm water on West 
Seventh street so as to prevent a con- 
centration of the water on the property 
of W. C. Furrey and others in that lo- 
oality, was again before the Board of 
Public Works at the regular meeting of 
that body yesterday. The matter was 
not in the hands of the board; as it had 
been referréd to the City Attorney at 
the last meeting of the Council, but 
Mr. Furrey appeared and objected to 
any settiement of the matter along the 
lines proposed by the report of the 


board which was submitted some weeks 
igo. This report provided for the ex- 
ension of the storm-water pipe from 
where it now ends, across several lots 
‘oO a point further south. This would 
relieve the Furrey property, but the 
orovision was made that the city pay 
only for one-half the cost of this ex- 
tension. Tt was to this that Furrey 
sbjected. The board could do nothing 
because the matter was not in their 
hands. 

There was a petition before the board 
asking that the name of Hope street 
be changed to that of Ashland avenue. 
There was no reason given for this pro- 
posed change, and the petition was not 
signed by anything like a majority of 
the residents on that street. For this 
reason the board did not seem disposed 
to consider the matter favorably, Hope 
street being one of the principal resi- 
dence streets of the city. and no rea- 
son being known why its name should 
be changed. The matter wag not fin- 
ally acted upon, but it is probable that 
the netition will be filed. 

A protest signed my L..~ Gottschalk 
and others against the proposed side- 
walking of Ninth street between Main 
and Figueroa streets, was received and 
because there had been no ordinance 
of intention for this work presented to 
the Council, the protest was filed as 
premature. 

STREET CONTRACTS AWARDED. 
The contract for the improvement of 
De Long street between Pico and fSix- 
teenth streets is to be awarded to A. 
G. Strain, the board, after an examina- 
tion of the numerous bids for this 
a having found his to be the low- 
est. 

E. J. Durrell was awarded the con- 
tract for the improvement of Twenty- 
second street between Toberman and 
Union avenue. 

A number of petitions for street work 
were referred to the City Engineer for 
estimates of cost, with the instructions 
that if the sum exceeds the requisite 
amount, to present ordinances of in- 
tention for the work. Among them were 
the petitions for the improvement of 
Kingsley street between Thirtieth and 
Jefferson; for the construction of a 
sidewalk on Ninth street between Main 
and Figueroa; for the improvement of 
Vallejo street from Avenue 21 to Work- 
man street. The petition of Charles 
Sitansbury for permission to take gravel 
from the Ninth-street hill was filed. 

In the matter of the petition from D. 
Foix et al., complaining that the cars 
of the Pasadena Electric Railway are 
run at a greater speed than that al- 
lowed by law on Macy street, the board 
reported that the speed of cars upon 
streets of the cit'y is regulated by State 
laws and that prosecutions for viola- 
tion of such laws should come through 
the office of the District Attorney. it 
was recommended, however, that’ the 
attention of the Pasadena Electric Rail- 
way Company be called to the fact 
that their cars on Macy street are run 
at a speed greater than that permitted 
by the law. 

The petition from William Bosbyshell 
et al., was referred to the City Engi- 
neer with instructions that he furnish 


.the.City Attorney with the necessary 


data for an ordinance of intention to 
open Sixteenth street between Magnolia 
and Winthrop avenues, and the City 
Attorney was instructed to present such 
ordinance. The assessment district for 
such opening is to extend from Mag- 
nolia avenue to Jasmine street, and 
where the line of opening runs through 
acreage property the district will ex- 
tend 150 feet on each side cof the pro- 
posed opening, and where the proposed 
opening runs through subdivisions, the 
district will follow the lot lines as 
nearly as possible, approximating 150 
feet from the lire of the opening. 


DEATH OF A FIREMAN. 


M. Moriarity of This City Succumbs 
to Consumption at Pueblo. . 
M. Moriarity, one of the best-known 
members of the fire department, died 
early yesterday morning at Pueblo, 
Colo. His relatives here were notified 
by a telegram from a firm of under- 
takers there. ‘lis death was caused by 
consumption, from which he had long 
suffered. 
He had been a member of the fire 
department for nearly eleven years. He 
was appointed a callman, January 1, 
1888. and was assigned to Park hose 
company, No. 1. He was promoted to 
driver January 15, 1889, and was given 
control of the team of engine company 
No. 2. February 9,.1892, he was trans- 
ferred to the No. 3 engine company. 
His next transfer was to-@ngine com- 
pany, No. 1, which was in May of 
last year. Later he was assigned to 
duty as driver of the No. 2 chemical 
engine, and while in that position he 
voluntarily asked the commission to de- 
rate him and give him work which 
would not be so severe upon him. His 
request was complied with, for even 
at that time the disease which caused 
his death yesterday had developed. 
Last July his health became such that 
he asked for and was granted an in- 
definite leave of absence, and went to 
Colorado, hoping that the high alti- 
tude there would benefit him. He went 
too late. however, to secure the bene- 
ficial effects of that climate. The re- 
nes will be brought to this city for 
burial. 


BIRDS FOR THE PARKS. 


A Number to Be Brought Here from 
Central America, 

Through J. C. Harvey of this city 
the park department is to receive a 
number of birds, such as are never seen 
in this country except at exhibitions. 
Just how many of them will be se- 
cured depends upon Mr. Harvey’s 
ability to sucessfully ship them to this 
city. He is interested in rubber lands 
in Central America, and in addition 
to his own extensive holdings of land 
in that country, he has been = ap- 
pointed manager for a local company, 
which owns an immense tract, which 
is being planted with rubber trees. Mr. 
Harvey will leave in a week or two 
for Central America to look after his 
and the company’s property, and dur- 
ing his stay there he has consented 
to secure as many rare birds as-pos- 
sible, and send them to the park de- 
partment of this city. 

When the birds are received they 
will be placed in one of the ks and 
will prove an attraction which will 
cause thousands of people to  fre- 
quently visit the parks. Mr. 
has always evidenced great interest in 
the parks, and, being one of the best- 
read botanists in this part of § the 
country, he has n of greatest as- 
sistance to the Board of Park Com- 
missioners in their work of securing a 
large assortment of trees and plants. 


TO WIN THROUGH POLITICS. 


Effort to Rush the Granting of a Sa- 
loon License Through. 

In spite of the fact that about a year 
ago an effort to secure a license for a 
saloon at the corner of Ninth and San 
Pedro streets failed after one of the 
most vigorous fights that has ever 
been made before the Board of Police 
Commissioners, another attempt is to 
be made to have a‘license granted at 
that corner. Those interested in the 
matter, and they represent, in addition 
to the prospective proprietor of the 
place, certain brewery interests whose 
influence in political affairs is consid- 
ered great, have been working very 
quietly on the matter for some time, 
and now they are about ready to spring 
the application upon the Board of Po- 
lice Commiissioners: The reason for 
their quiet work is that if they worked 
openly they would arouse such strong 
opposition that the members of the 
Police Commission would hardly dare 
to grant the license. According to per-

plan which was to be worked was -to 
present the application and by polit- 
ical influence secure a sufficient num- 
ber of votes in the commission to carry 
it through quietly, the opening of the 
saloon being dependent upon the reduc- 
tion of the number of licenses now out 
to below the limit of 200. If this plan 
is followed, the license will be quietly 
granted, and the saloon will not be 
opened at once, but the granted license 
will be held up until such a time as 
there is a vacancy in the list of 200, 
when the saloon will be opened. It 
would then be too late for those who 
oppose a saloon there to protest. 

The strongest opponents of the pro- 
posed saloon or of any saloon on that 
block are the ladies who are interested 
in the Lark-Ellen Home for Newsboys, 
between Eighth and Ninth streets on 
San Pedro. They made a winning 
fight against the previous application 
for a license, and it was the fear of 
their opposition that has caused the 
quiet effort to secure this one. 


Final Street Inspection. 
Street Superintendent Drain will fin- 
ally inspect the work done in the im- 
provement of Jasmine street betweer 
Eleventh and Pico this morning at 9 
o'clock. The purpose of this inspection, 
in addition to ascertaining whether 
the specifications have been strictly 
followed by the contractor, is to enable 
the interested property-owners to make 
any protest against the acceptance of 
the work before the warrant for it 
'e turned over to the contractor. The 
work on this street was not done 
without some difficulty in the effort 
to have the ,contractor do it properly. 
When it was being graded it was dis- 
covered that material wholly unfit for 
street purposes was being placed on the 
street, and its removal was insisted 
upon by the Street Superintendent, 
who desired to give the property-own- 
ers as good a street as possible. 


Many Cross Walks Laid. 
Councilman Baker, of the Second 
Ward, has had twenty-eight new cross- 
walks placed at those street crossings 
in yhis ward where they were most 
needed. The work has been done under 
the direction of the street department, 
and as a result of it a number of cross- 
imzs are made passable which before 
were impossible to use during the rainy 
season. 


Apportionment of Funds. 
City Auditor T. E. Nichols yesterday 
made the sixth apportionment of 
money to the various city funds, 
which has been made since the pres- 
ent installment of city taxes began 
to be collected. The apportionment 
yesterday was one of $10,000, making 
a total of $80,000 which has been dis- 
tributed among the various funds since 
the first of the. month. 


Want an Improvement. 
Property-owners on Beaudry avenue 
have petitioned the City Council to in- 
stitute proceedings for the improve- 
ment of that street between Bellevue 
avenue and Alpine street, by grading, 
graveling, curbing, etc. 


Increased Registration. 

For several days City Clerk Hance 
hes been engaged in computing the 
increase in city registration since the 
elections of 1896. In that year at the 
general municipal election there were 
24,108 electors’ names on the registra- 
tion books. Capt. Hance has found 
that to date the number now on 
the rolls is 27,155, an increase of 3007. 


Sewer Contracts Awarded. 

At the regular meeting of the Sewer 
Committee of the City Council yester- 
day morning, a number of important 
awards for sewer work were made. 
The bids for this work. had been re- 
ceived at the last meeting of the Coun- 
cil and been referred to that com- 
mittee. 

The contract to construct a sewer on 
Seventh street, Gladys avenue, Ceres 
avenue and Kohler street, was awarded 
to A. P. Pusich, whose bid was 68 cents 
per lineal foot for the sewers com- 
plete. 

George Banaz captured all the other 
important contracts. To him were 
awarded the following: To sewer por- 
tions of Kensington Road and Marion 
avenue at 65 cents per foot; to sewer 
Griffin avenue between Main and Mo- 
zart streets, at 78 cents per foot: to 
sewer portions of Kohler street, Eighth 
street, Ceres avenue and Merchant 
street at 52 cents per foot, and to sewer 
Cottage place from Tenth street to a 
point 100 feet south of Ninth street. 


Under the instructio of the City 
Council, the City Clerk ‘has caused to 
be published in book form the specifi- 
cations for the four new bridges, for 
the erection of which bids are now 
being advertised for. These bids will 
be opened in the Council, November 
21. The reason for the publication of 
the specifications in this form is that 
there are a number of eastern bidders 
on this work, the cost of which will 
amount to fully $23,000, the amount of 
the bond issue for the purpose, or may 
reach a higher figure. Copies of the 
printed specifications will be sent to 
all the bridge companies who may de- 
sire to enter their bids. In the mat- 
ter of the construction of the new 
bridges it is expected that there will 
be such lively competition that the 
prices at which the city will secure the 
bridges will be much lower than would 
be secured under other circumstances.

City Tax and License Collector Gish 
has filed with the City Clerk a com- 
munication to the City Council, in 
which he requests that Mrs. S. D. Un- 
derwood be permitted to pay her city 
taxes for the last year without having 
to pay any penalty for delinquency. 
It appears from the statement’of Mr. 
Gish that her property was not prop- 
erly assessed, being placed on the as- 
sessment books in the name of some 
other. person. She called at the Tax 
Collector's office three times to pay 
her taxes, but her property could not 
be found on the books. Later it was 
found, and then it was too late for her 
to make the payment without the pen- 
alty attaching. As the delinquency 
was no fault of Mrs. Underwood, the 
Tax Collector doés not think she should 
be compelled to pay the penalty.

The City Clerk will on Monday notify 
the City Council that in the matter of 
the proposed opening of New England 
street, from Twentieth to Twenty-sec- 
ond, no protests have been received. 
Accompanying this notification will be 
the final ordinance ordering the work 
for the adoption of which the Council 
has acquired jurisdiction.

A SMOOTH RECITAL. 


HARRY CLARK TESTIFIES IN HIS 
OWN DEFENSE. 


i 


A Coherent Story That Was Contra- 
dicted Only in Part—The Testi- 
mony of Le Page Rehabilitated 
by the Deputy Sheriffs. 


The argumentative stage has been 
reached in the trial of Harry Clark for 
the murder of Wong Sing Hay last 
May, and in all.probability the case 
will be given to the jury today. 

In every murder case there is in the 
initial stages always an element of 
mystery, but it is very seldom that 
the mystery fails to melt away before 
the close scrutiny to which all the facts 
in such a case are subjected, elicited 
as they may be from witnesses put for- 
ward by the prosecution or the defense. 
In the case of Harry Clark, however, 
it will. go to the jury with the mys- 
tery of motive as dense as when the 
trial began. Surmises may be made, 
but substantial facts upon which the 
jury may depend are conspicuous by 
their absence. 

At the preliminary examination it 
was sought to be shown that the China- 
man had about $100 upon his person, 
and that robbery was the motive for 
the murder. Clark, it was shown, de- 
sired to get money in order to get 
Miss Letitia Allec to return, but it ap- 
pears that at that time the prosecution 
was not informed of the fact that $38.90 
had been found upon the body of the 
Chinaman, but such was the case. And 
during the present trial Wong Sing’s 
partner said nothing that would war- 
rant a belief that the dead man had 
had in his possession any larger sum. 
The robbery theory, therefore, doesn’t 
hold good. 

In this regard from the very nature 
of the case the defendant is dumb. His 
counsel yesterday engaged in the peril- 
ous experiment of putting their client 
on the witness stand in his own de- 
fense, and he made a rather extraor- 
dinary showing. He maintained an air 
of what appeared to be easy confi- 
dence, and replied readily and without 
hesitation to all questions asked. It is 
true that some of his statements were 
contradicted later, but the story he 
told was probable, not unreasonable, 
and fitted the evidence that the 
witnesses testifying for him had 
previously given. Of course there 
were weak spots in the nrra- 
tive, as, for instance, when he stated 
that he left the house just after the 
Chinaman arrived. Clark stated that he 
did not know the Chinaman at all, but 
notwithstanding he left the Celestial 
installed in the dining-room in full pos- 
session of the house. Such procedure 
is quite possible, but scarcely prob- 
able. And then he started on a four- 
mile walk to Glendale to get some but- 
ter that he might have gotten equally 
well at the village of Tropico or Ver- 
dugo. Miss Peck, too, drove past him 
on the road, but Clark was not invited 
by her to leave the dusty road and ride 
in the buggy with her, although both 
were headed the same way. True, an 
excuse might be found in this latter 
case, for Miss Peck had been Clark’s 
fiancée, but the match was broken off, 
and the relations of the two may have 
been of a purely formal character. In 
any case the discrepancies in the de- 
fendant’s story were well covered by 
the other circumstances narrated by 
him, and that remained uncontradicted. 

When the time came for the prosecu- 


(tion to put in their rebuttal testimony 


the effort was made to rehabilitate the 
evidence of the boy Le Page. Several 
witnesses stated that they went with 
the boy on Thursday to the rock 
where he said he had sat, and had 
seen the Chinaman’s wagon drive up 
and Clark come out of the back door of 
Joe Hunter’s house. The defense 
showed this to have been impossible, 
but the witnesses yesterday asserted 
again that it was quite true, but that 
about twenty paces away was another 
rock from which a yiew of the rear 
part of the Hunter house could not be 
had. The inference it was desired 
should be drawn was that defendant’s 
witnesses had conveniently taken their 
stand by a rock other than the one 
mentioned by Le Page. At the same 
time the deputy sheriffs testifying yes- 
terday conceded that they had not 
taken the various measurements from 
the trail leading between the two 
houses, because they didn’t think they 
were needed. Detective Mallory said 
they didn’t have a tape measure; his 
companion said they had, but any way 
they didn’t take many of the measure- 
ments. Le Page in his testimony gave 
certain estimated distances from this 
rock to various points surrounding; 
the defense made complete compara- 
tive measurements, while the prosecu- 
tion did not, and so defending counsel 
have a good opportunity to show that 
the rock Le Page referred to was the 
one from which they had taken their 
observations, and not the one indi- 
cated by the prosecution. And this con- 
tention would receive some support by 
reason of the fact that the allegations 
made regarding Le Page receiving 
money were not disproved. 
THE DEFENDANT'S STORY. 


When court convened yesterday the 
courtroom was packed with a crowd 
greater than on any previous day, and 
that is saying a great deal. The air in 
the court became so close that the 
windows had to be thrown open, and 
Judge Smith at the noon hour ordered 
that today people should not be per- 
mited to throng in the standing space. 

The defendant was called to the wit- 
ness stand by his counsel, and in a 
calm and very deliberate manner he 
seated himself and gave a history of 
the eventful afternoon of Mav 31. 

“I'll ask you,” began Mr. Shinn, “if 
you remember Tuesday, May 31?” 

“Yes, sir, I do,” was the ready re-, 
sponse. 

“Where were you on that day?” 

“I was at Joe Hunter’s house.” 

“And what occurred -there; if either 

of you left the house?’ 
‘ “Mr. Hunter left the house early that 
ay.” 
“Did you have a conversation with 
him in the morning?” 

“We were talking about the squir- 
rels. and Joe said théy were getting 
thick and I had better get a gun. I 
asked where we could get one, and he 
said his Uncle Sam had one.”’ 

“What time was it when he said 
that?’’ 

“About 10 o’clock.” 

“And what did you do?” 

“I got something to eat, and then 
went down and got the gun.” 

The witness then told of getting four 
shells from Mr. Penland just about 
noon, and returning home. He. then 
got dinner and went out in the pasture 
and shot squirrels. He fired twice. 

“Did you see a Chinaman about that 
afternoon?” 

“Yes, sir.” 

“Just tell what you know about it, 
in your own way.” 

“I was lying on the sofa readine 
when I heard a knock at the back 
door. I went there and saw a China- 
man standing with some laundry. I 
told him to come in, and following 
me he vut down the laundry, while I 
resumed my reading. When the China- 
man had finished, I told him that Mr. 
Hunter had left me $2 to pay him. He 
said the bill was $3.80, and wanted to 
know where Mr. Hunter was, and when 
he would return. I told him that I 
guessed it would be pretty soon, for 
it was getting on toward supper time. 
He appeared to act as if he intended 
to wait, and I left him and went away.” 

“What time was it when he came?” 

“It was about 5 o'clock.’ 

“Where did he leave the wagon?’ 

“At first when he tame I didn’t see 


the wagon, but when I saw it it was 
at the front of the house, a little be- 
low where the driveway to the house 
divides.”’

We each 
had a drink and got a pint bottle of 
whisky. We were at the saloon just 
long enough to get what we wanted, 
and then went to George Hunter’s. We 
went along the San Fernando road to 
the driveway that leads off to George's. 
We went in and I gave George a drink 
and offered Joe one, and I sat on the 
bed and watched George playing sol- 
itaire. Joe didn’t sit down, but walked 
around, and asked if he couldn’t sleep 
there. Mrs. Gregg told him he could 
not as a Spanish lady was a guest 
that night. Shortly after that I gave 
George half of the Whisky and asked 
Mrs. Gregg where Joe had gone, and 
she said he had gone home. I then 
said I had better go home, too, or Joe 
might lock me out. When I reached 
the house Joe was on the back steps 
and we went inside together. We sep- 
arated in the kitchen and he went to 
I guess, and I started to go to 


bed. At some time between 9 and 9:30 


o’clock the girls came. I had taken off 
my sweater and when I heard some- 
one calling me from outside I slipped 
my coat on and went and let them in. 
They went into Joe’s room, but I didn’t 
xo in. I took the lamp in my room to 
light it and saw it was almost empty. 
I got a cup and went to the store-room 
and filled it, but it ran over and when 
I got into the kitchen I spilled some 
of the oil and the cup fell out of my 
hand. I then took the lamp to the 
store-room, and let some oil run in 
and shook the lamp. It sounded as if 
about half full and I thought that 
would last me to go to bed, so didn’t 
try to get any more in the dark. 

- “The visitors must have stayed until 
11 or 12 o’clock, I think. Next morning 
I heard Joe calling me and when I 
went in he said he was sick and asked 
me if I would get him some whisky. 
He gave me 50 cents and I went down 
to Al Barrell’s.

That was the first that I knew 
of -any murder. Martin Aguirre and 
Under Sheriff Clements came down 
while I was in the inside room playing 
on the piano. Martin Aguirre came 
and told me they wanted to see me. 
They asked me what I knew about the 
Chinaman, and I said I knew nothing.

THE MARION DIVORCE. 


‘Judge Shaw Awards Custody of the 
Child to the Father. : 

There was an affecting scene in De- 
partment Five of the Superior Court 
yesterday when Judge Shaw made an 
order awarding the custody of the four- 
year-old child of Mr. and Mrs. Frank 
Marion to the father absolutely, pend- 
ing the outcome of the divorce pro- 
ceedings now before the court. 

“Oh, my child, may Carns child, they 
‘have taken my baby away from me!”’ 
wailed the mother as she made a rush 
for the little boy with outsreched arms. 
So hyserical did she become that Judge 
Shaw ordered her to leave the court- 
room. Amid her lamentations Deputy 
Sheriff Martin Aguirre led her away, 
while the husband, elated over his vic- 
tory, went off in another direction 
with his little son. 

In the preliminary stages of the con- 
test between Mr. and Mrs. Marion, in 
which edch is seeking a decree of di- 
vorce from the ether, on the grounds 
of cruelty, the custody of the child was 
awarded to the father without any bar 
to the mother seeing the little fellow 
when she so desired. Marion placed 
the lad in custody of the sisters at the 
Home of the Guardian Angel during 
the daytime while he was at his work. 
Mrs. Marion, profiting by this arrange- 
ment, went to the home last -Wednes- 
day and demanded the privilege of 
seeing the boy, alleging that she had 
an order of the court to be allowed 
to do so. The eisters told her that the 
child was suffering from a cold and 
could nat be taken from the house. 
She was allowed to sit on the porch 
with the child, however,. while one of 
the sisters hovered near. Mrs. Marion 
‘did not like this espionage, so she took 
‘the boy by the hand and started to 
‘walk down the path toward the street. 
Several of the sisters interferred and 
a collision between Mrs. Marion and 
the nuns resulted. The + agg was that 
Sister Mary Clare had Mrs. Marion ar- 
‘rested for battery. Mrs. Marion got 
away iwth the child, however. She 
kept the boy until the little fellow was 

away from her again by the 
Sheriff. 

Both parents and their respective 
lawyers were in court yesterday to 
show which parent was the better fitted 
to take care of the child during the 
‘pendencey of the divorce proceedings. 
Mrs. Marion, dressed in deep mourning 
‘for a younger child which died a, few 
months ago, was accompanied by a 
bevy of female friends and relatives, 
Mr. Marion sat apart by himself view- 
ing the proceedings without betraying 
any outward signs of emotion. The 
little boy, neatly attired and wearing 
a Gage and Neff badge, looked quitecon- 
tented and happy by the side of Mrs. 
Settle, matron of the County Jail, who 
had temporary charge of him. 

Witnesses were examined to prove 
the fitness of both parents to have 
possession of the boy. Among others 
put on the stand in favor of the father 
was the family physician of the Mari- 
ons before their separation, to prove 
that Mrs. Marion was not a tidy woman 
in the care of children; that her rooms 
during the visits of the doctor were 
littered with solled linen, etc. This line 
of testimony did not develop much to 
the disadvantage of Mrs. Marion, how- 
ever. 

Sister Mary Clare and another nun 
testified as to the abduction of the boy 
from the Home of the Guardian Angel 
by violent means. 

Attorney Clinton Wilson made a brief 
argument in behalf of the father, and 
E. E. Bowers, Esq., spoke as briefly for 
the mother. 

Judge Shaw 
awarding the custody of the child to 
the father absolutely, until the fina! 
settlement.of the case, which he set for 
trial November 19. 

The judge prefaced the order with 
the remark that Mrs. Marion had not 
shown that she was the best person in 
the world to have custody of her child. 
She had shown her violent disposition 


by abducting the boy when she had the

privilege of seeing him, and the court 
did not propose to take any more 
chances to have him abducted again if 
she were allowed to visit him. here- 
fore the court’s order would absolutely 
forbid her to see the child while the 
father had custody. The judge added: 

“In cases of this kind, generally, it 
is not so much the love of either parent 
for the child as the hate of the parents 
for each other that is at the bottom of 
the controversy. That seems to be the 
trouble in this case.’’ 

After the judge had finished his 
roast of the contending parents and 
made the order he retired to his cham- 
bers. Then ensued the scene men- 
tioned. Mrs. Marion at first seemed 
dazed by the order of the court and 
started to move away without taking 
farewell of her child. She had already 
reached the door when she turned back. 

The father had by this time taken 
possession of his offspring and was af- 
fectionately fondling the little fellow 
when the mother came toward him with 
outstretched arms and a despairing 
cry. The boy appeared to be afraid of 
her and clung to his father’s knees. 
Ju aw hearing the commotion in 
his chambers came out and ordered the 
woman to leave the courtroom at once, 
assuri her, however, that the order 
was only temporary. 


AN INCIPIENT ROW. 


Two Attorneys Wag Fingers, but No 
More. 

Just before court reconvened after 
the noon recess yesterday in Depart- 
ment One, there was a little passage at 
arms between two attorneys that for a 
moment promised pleasant diversion. 

Attorney C. N. Wilson, who is asso- 
ciate counsel with Mr. McComas in the 
Clark murder trial, was seated in place 
perusing a typewritten document, when 
Attorney H. 8. Rollins approached, and 
the latter, after speaking for a moment 
or two to Mr. Wilson, snatched the 
document he held in his hands. Next 
moment both of the legal lights were 
wagging their fingers in each other’s 
faces. Mr. Wilson said Mr. Rollins 
daren’t do such a thing outside the 
courtroom, and Mr. Rollins wouldn’t 
take the dare. He gracefully made his 
exit closely followed by Mr. Wilson, and 
both attorneys were on the point of 
passing from the finger wagging stage 
to one more acutely indicative of 
strained relations when Con Mallory, 
the detective of the District Attorney's 
department, appeared upon the scene 
and stopped further trouble. 

It appeared that Mr. Rollins had pre- 
pared a report to be presented to the 
court in the case of Gardiner against 
Steare, and had given the copy to Mr. 
Wilson, who is attorney on the other 
side in the case, simply for his perusal. 
But Mr. Wilson maintained that the 
document was not a copy, but the origi- 
nal, and that he merely grabbed it in 
order to make further amendations, a 
thing he had no right to do after service 
had been made. 


A COSTLY MISTAKE. 


A Onge After Final Decision Has to 
Be Retried.

Dun’s Weekly Report. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.1 


NEW YORK, Oct. 28.—R. G. Dun & Co.'s 
weekly review of trade will say tomorrow 
that business has been more affected by for- 
eign affairs than many realize. London’s ap- 
prehension of war first caused advance in 
wheat and fears of monetary pressure here. 
Then came confidence in London, with a 
flight of French money across the channel, 
and stock markets advanced while wheat fell. 
Mobs in Paris did not mean to influence 
American interests from New York to San 
Francisco, but electric wires have made the 
world small. The wires moved a cargo of 
wheat from the Pacific Coast, started $2,500,- 
000 more gold from Australia to this country 
on London account, and the selling of Amer- 
ican securities one day and buying the next. 
There has been no domestic change of much 
importancg, and the rise in prices of west- 
ern tailroad stocks indicate that the Supreme 
court decision against the Trunk Line Asso- 
ciation is considered helpful to railroads. 
Wheat rose 3 cents from Friday to Monday, 
and then fell, 4% cents to Friday. But such 
changes do mot represent actual conditions, 
and with receipts for the week 9,958,205 
bushels, against 6,996587 last year, nobody 
can pretend that holding of stocks by west- 
ern farmers is an important factor. The At- 
lantic exports, flour included, amounted. to 
3,796,830 bushels, against 3,864,649 last year, 
and Pacific exports 825,994 bushels, against 
1,326,808 last year, making 16,607,362 bushels 
in four weeks, against 19,418,047 last year, 
when the foreign demand was far beyond all 
precedent. In four weeks the western re- 
ceipts have been over 40,150,699 bushels, 
against 30,723,288 last year, and yet prices 
are 25 cents lower. This clearly indicates 
much larger supplies and greater readiness 
to part with them than was seen a year 
ago, when nobody doubted the magnitude of 
the foreign demand. Corn refused to follow 
wheat. but slightly advanced. Cotton rose to 
bec last week, but has fallen to 5%c, in 
spite of heavy frosts in part of the growing 
region.

and 26.538.508 in 1892. Now Ohio holders 
are asking 2 to 3 cents less than a month 
ago, having 75 per cent. of fine and 40 per 
cent. of medium wool yet on hand, while 
104.000 bales of wool are offered to foreign 
bidders, who may decide to export it. 
Colder weather has made somewhat more 
demand for goods, and yet not enough to 
change the situation materially. The cotton 
manufacturer has still a good demand, late 
as it is. but the makers are depressing prices 
by bidding against each other, although in 
the average of all quotations the decline has 
been less than half of 1 per cent. from the 
highest point. But the wire-nail manufac- 
turers have re@uced prices 5 per cent., and 
the rail manufacturers, according to cur- 
rent reports, have decided not to advance 
prices, and there is a prospect that heavy 
demand for products will be further encour- 
aged by the later quotations. Failures for 
the week have been 226 in the United States 
against 219 last year, and 24 in Canada, 
against 25 last year.

ent McKinley receive your indorsement?

BOWERS LETS THE GAS OUT OF 
CASTLE’S WAR BALLOON. 


A Candidate’s Extravagant Abuse 
Shown to Be False and Foolish. 
News Notes from Coronado 
Beach, 


SAN DIEGO, Oct. 28.~—[Regular Correspond- 
ence.] W. W. Bowers rendered good serv- 
ice to the Republican cause last night at El 
Cajon by splitting the argyments of C. H, 
Castle wide open. Castle is the Congress- 
man from this district. He has been attack- 
ing the Republican administration, denounc- 
ing the war tax, criticising the beginning 
and end of the war, and otherwise comport- 
ing himself as an anti-American. Mr. Bow- 
ers handled him without gloves last night 
and effectually disproved the man’s wild 
statements. 

“Castle makes the most monstrous charges 
against the administration and against 
American citizenship,”’ said Mr. Bowers. “‘He 
has made statements which, if true, would 
brand the Republican party and administra- 
tion as much worse than any set of Span- 
jards encountered by us during the year, 
not excepting ine dastards* who’ blew up the 
Maine. The Republican party is not fit to 
live, if half that Castle claims is true. Mc- 
Kinley deserves to be strung up to the near- 
est lamp post, and every man who votes the 
Republican ticket is a traitor to the coun- 
try and an enemy of free government. But 
we all know this is not true, and that there- 
fore this wiid bloviator from Merced is 
making statements contrary to truth. 

“One statement made by Castle is that the 
Republicans are ruining the country by im- 
posing an enormous and unnecessary war 
tax. He declares there was plenty of money 
in the treasury to grensewse the war without 
imposing a tax. ask him who put the 
money there? Was the monew there when 
Cleveland turned over the office of Presi- 
dent to McKinley? Not a farthing.” 

Mr. Bowers then read telegrams he had 
received in response to inquiries sent by 
him relative to the bonded indebtedness of 
the country. These telegrams showed, on 
the highest authority in Washington, includ- 
ing Secretary Gage himself, that the total 
amount of bonds issued under the Cleve- 
lan@ administration exceeded the total issued 
under McKinley’s administration, even 
counting in the war bonds. In other words, 
in times of:peace the Democrats ran into 
debt faster than the Republicans in times of 
war. The bonds issued by Cleveland, too, 
went straight to the money sharks, and not 
to the people, and at a ruinous rate of in- 
terest as compared with the war loan. 

Mr. Bowers replied briefly to Castle’s in- 
sane charges against the conduct of the war, 
and the commissary and medical depart- 
ments. Castle made such wild charges as 
these: that the transports from Santiago to 
Montauk were cattle ships, and the upper 
decks were filled with horses, the manure 
falling through upon the upturned faces of 
dying men below deck; that the quinine fur- 
nished to sick men was adulterated with 
flour, that the bacon and canned meats were 
poisonous, when there was any at all; that 
sick men were treated brutally by doctors 
and left neglected for days; that the several 
military camps were pest holes of disease, 
causing men to die off like rotten sheep; 
and so on. Mr. Bowers characterized this as 
the most arrant demagogy and@ falsehood.

HARDY APPLES.

Paper on the Life of Marcus Aure- 
Antoninus 

The literature section of the Ebell 
met yesterday afternoon, and Mrs.

Ex-Policeman Long Back from the 
Cariboo Country. 

Another ex-policeman has returned

This 
station has facilities for the transmis- 
sion of money orders and registry busi- 
ness, the sale of postal supplies and the 
receipt and disposition of mails. 

It requires but a 2-cent stamp for a 
letter to the Philippines, to any one 
in the employ of the United States 
.there, from single soldiers up. But let- 
ters to civilians in the islands cost 5 
cents or more, the regular foreign post- 
age rate.
